Declaring  expectoration  on  the  sidewalks  of  the  City,  in 
public  conveyances  and  other  places  resorted  to  by  the 
public,  as  a  nuisance,  and  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the 
citizens. 

Whekeas,  In  order  to  insure  the  public  from  the 
danger  of  contagious  diseases  arising  from  expectorations 
upon  sidewalks,  in  public  conveyances  and  other  places  in 
the  City;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  expectorating  upon  the  side- 
walks of  the  City,  on  the  floors  and  passageways  of  public 
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buildings,  on  the  floors  of  public  conveyances,  propelled 
bv  steam,  electricity  or  otherwise,  on  the  floors  of  the- 
atres,  railroad  stations  and  other  indoor  places  resorted  to 
by  the  public,  is  declared  to  be  a  nuisance,  prejudicial  to 
the  health  of  the  City  and  is  prohibited. 

Sect.  2.  Any  person  violating  this  ordinance  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  dollar,  to  be  recovered  as 
debts  of  like  amount  are  now  by  law  recoverable,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to 
cause  Xhis  ordinance  to  be  enforced.

to  carry  Allegheny  avenue  under  the  tracks  of  the  Connect- 
ing Railway,  in  the  Thirty-third  Ward:  Provided,  The 
Connecting  Railway  Company  contribute  to  the  cost  of  sup- 
porting the  tracks  and  the  construction  of  the  bridge  on 
line  of  Allegheny  avenue,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
(20,000)  dollars. 
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Sect.  2.  That  the  following  sums  be,  and  are  hereby 
set  aside  from  the  item  for  new  bridges,  in  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys, for  the  year  1903,  for  the  construction  of  said  bridges 
and  work  appurtenant  thereto :  Bridge  on  line  of  Seven- 
teenth and  Indiana  streets  over  the  Philadelphia,  German- 
town  and  Norristown  Railroad,  seventy  thousand  (70,000) 
dollars :  and  for  that  carrying  Allegheny  avenue  under  the 
Connecting  Railway,  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  dollars:

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals  and  to  award  contracts  as  provided  in 
existing  ordinances  and  laws  for  the  construction  of  said 
bridges  and  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to 
be  prepared  by -the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  is 
also  authorized  to  appoint  assistants  and  inspectors  as  may 
be  requisite,  and  to  pay  all  expenses  for  salaries,  inspec- 
tion, tests,  transportation  and  incidental  expenses  not  other- 
wise provided  for  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the  cost  of 
said  bridges. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
security  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  indemnify  the  owners  of 
private  property  who  may  be  injured  by  reason  of  the  car- 
rying out  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordainy  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  May,  1903,  in  accordance  with  an.  Act  of  As- 
sembly approved  April  8,  1903,  a  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  is  hereby  established  in  lieu  of  the 
Department  of  Charities  and  Correction,  which  Depart- 
ment is  hereby  abolished. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  shall  have  confided  to  it  the  care,  management, 
administration  and  supervision  of  the  public  health,  char- 
ities, alms-houses,  hospitals  (including  hospitals  belong- 
ing to  the  municipality  where  provision  is  made  for  the 
care  of  contagious  diseases),  and  all  other  similar  insti- 
tutions the  control  and  government  of  which  is  intrusted 
to  the  City,  and  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  Director, 
who  as  chief  executive  officer  thereof  shall  appoint,  super- 
vise and  control  all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees 
attached  to  the  Department,  and  shall  appoint  an  Assistant 
Director  and  all  vaccine  physicians  ami  health  inspectors, 
and  such  other  employees  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  3.  The  Director  of  said  Department  shall  be 
nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  Select  Council,  for  a  term  of  four 
years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment  if  he  shall  so  long 
behave  himself  well.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of 
age,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  of  the  State 
and  City  for  five  years  next  before  his  appointment,  unless 
absent  on  public  business  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
State,  and  shall  reside  in  said  City  during  his  term  of 
service.  He  shall  receive  a  snlarv  of  ten  thousand 
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(10,000)  dollars  per  annum,  and  give  to  the  City  satisfac- 
tory security  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 
Before  entering  upon  his  duties  he  shall  take  and  subscribe 
to  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  Article  7  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Bureau  of  Health  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  and  all  of  the  officers  and  employees  now 
on  duty  in  the  present  Bureau  are  hereby  transferred  to 
the  said  Department  with  the  same  duties  and  same  sal- 
aries or  wages  that  are  now  naid.  And  the  Bureau  of 
Correction  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  transferred  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  all  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees now  on  duty  in  the  present  Bureau  are  hereby 
transferred  to  the  said  Department  with  the  same  duties 
and  the  same  salaries  or  wages  that  are  now  paid. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  City  Controller  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  all  items  of  appro- 
priations now  made  to  the  Director's  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Charities  and  Correction,  the  Bureau  of  Charities 
and  the  Bureau  of  Health  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities;  and  transfer  all  items  of  appro- 
priations now  made  to  the  Bureau  of  Correction  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  sum  of  nine  thousand  three  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  (9,333)  dollars  and  thirty-three  (33) 
cents  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  pay  the  salary 
of  the  Director  of  the  said  Department  from  May  1,  1903, 
at  the  rate  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  per  annum, 
and  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Director  at  the  rate  of  four 
thousand  (.,000)  dollars  per  annum:  and  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  thirty-three  (333)  dollars  and  thirty- 
three  (33)  cents  is  appropriated  to  increase  the  salary  of 
the  Chief  Clerk  of  said  Department  from  two  thousand 
(2,000^  dollars  per  annum  to  two  thousand  five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  per  annum.  And  warrants  for  the  ex- 
penses of  said  Department  of  Public  Health  nnd  Charities

Sect.  7.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  carry  into  effect  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  April 
4,  15)0:5,  creating  a  Department  of  Supplies,  and  t<>  make 
an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the 
first  day  of  May,  1903,  in  accordance  with  Act  of  Assem- 
bly approved  April  4,  1903,  a  Department  of  Supplies  is 
hereby  established.  The  said  Department  shall  have  the 
direction,  control  and  administration  of  the  purchase  of 
all  articles  and  personal  property  required  in  the  business 
of  the  City;  all  other  Departments  shall  obtain  said  arti- 
cles by  requisition  on  the  Department  of  Supplies  and  not 
by  purchase  direct.  All  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  said 
articles  shall  be  made  and  entered  into  by  and  with  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Supplies  in  manner  and 
form  now  required  by  law:  Provided.  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  not  apply  to  the  purchase  of  lw>oks,  printed 
manuscripts,  curios  and  specialties  for  libraries  or 
museums. 

Skct.  2.  The  said  Department  of  Supplies  shall  be 
under  the  charge,  control  and  administration  of  a  Direc- 
tor, who  shall  be  nominated  and  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Select  Council;  he 
shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  aire,  ami  have  been  a  citizen 
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and  inhabitant  of  the  State  and  City  for  five  years  next 
before  his  apj>ointment,  unless  absent  on  the  public  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  shall  re- 
side in  said  City  during  his  term  of  service.  Before  en- 
tering upon  his  duties  the  said  Director  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  Article  7 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
said  Director  shall  receive-  a  salary  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  per  annum,  and  give  to  the  City  satis- 
factory security  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  his  duty. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Sup- 
plies is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  Assistant  Director 
at  a  salary  of  four  thousand  (4,000)  dollars  per  annum, 
and  a  Chief  Clerk  at  a  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (  2. ."00)  dollars  \x>r  annum,  a  stenographer  at  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  two  hundred  (1,200)  dollars  per  annum, 
and  a  messenger  at  a  salary  of  nine  hundred  (900)  dollars 
per  annum,  and  such  other  employees  as  shall  be  provided 
for  by  ordinance. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  four  hundred 
(12,400)  dollars  Ik\  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  the  Department  of  Supplies  to  pay  the  salaries  author 
ized  by  this  ordinance  from  May  1,  1003;  and  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  Ik-  appropriated  for  printing, 
postage  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  Department.  War- 
rants -hall  lie  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Supplies  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

Sect.  5.  All  ordinances  or  pnrts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent, herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

suburban),  a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  fifty  (50)  cents  on 
the  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessed  value  thereof.

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Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1904  as 
one  City  and  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  fol- 
lowing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz. : 

Item  L  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-three 
(23)  cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  Sinking  Funds,  the  sum  of  thirty  (30)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  ten  (10) 
cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  eighteen  (18)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  five  (5)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  Health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipal- 
ity, the  sum  of  twenty-six  (26)  cents;  and  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject 
to  further  direction  by  ordinance ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax 
bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "Agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of 
the  highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  por- 
tions marked  "rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set 
apart  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be 
levied  on  the  assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where 
houses  for  the  accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as 
required  by  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  Februarj 
2,  1854. 
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Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  the  months 
of  January,  February  and  March,  a  discount  of  one 
per  cent  shall  be  allowed,  after  the  last  day  of  March  a 
discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be 
allowed  if  paid  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  June.  During 
the  months  of  July  and  August  no  discounts  shall  be  al- 
lowed and  no  penalties  shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after 
the  31st  day  of  August  and  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of 
September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  per  cent  If 
paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  October,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  be- 
fore the  30th  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  on  or  before  the  31st 
day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on 
and  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising 
added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to 
day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax 
Office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

"Whereas,  The  present  depth  of  water  in  the  Delaware 
river  prevents  the  modern  ship  from  loading  or  unloading 
at  this  port,  and  has  in  the  recent  past  caused  the  with- 
drawal of  regular  liners  from  trade  to  this  City,  and 

Whereas,  No  appropriation  by  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  has  ever  been  made  for  harbor  or  channel 
improvement  until  after  a  Board  of  Survey  of  Engineer 
Officers  has  passed  on  the  work  and  accurately  estimated 
the  cost  of  the  same;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  be  requested  to  provide  for  a  re-survey  of  the  Dela- 
ware river  and  bay  to  provide  for  a  channel  not  less  than 
thirty-five  feet  in  depth  at  mean  low  water,  and  that  in

To  provide  for  an  increase  of  indebtedness  in  the  amount 
of  sixteen  million  (16,000,000)  dollars,  for  the  improve- 
ment, extension  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply;  for 
the  purchase  of  new  sites  and  the  erection  of  new  public 
school  houses;  for  the  erection  of  hospital  buildings  for 
contagious  diseases;  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
home  for  the  indigent;  for  the  construction  of  main  and 
branch  sewers;  for  the  erection  of  new  bridges;  for  the 
repaving  with  improved  pavement  streets  not  occupied 
by  passenger  railways;  paving  intersections  and  grading 
streets;  for  continuing  the  improvement  of  the  Boule- 
vard, from  Broad  street  northeastward;  for  acquiring 
property  and  improvement  of  parkway,  from  City  Hall 
to  Eairmount  Park;  for  the  improvement  of  Broad 
street,  from  Moyamensing  avenue  southward,  and  other 
parkways  in  the  southern  section  of  the  City;  for  the 
purchase  of  site?  and  the  erection  of  police  patrol  and 
fire  houses,  and  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings,  and 
authorizing  the  submission  to  a  vote  of  the  people  and 
fixing  the  day  of  holding  an  election  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  assent  of  the  electors  to  the  said  in- 
crease of  indebtedness  and  authorizing  the  corporate 
authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  make  the 
necessary  announcement  by  public  advertisement  to  the 
electors,  and  directing  the  City  Commissioners  to  pre- 
pare and  distribute  the  necessary  ballots  as  provided  in 
the  Laws  of  Pennsylvania  governing  the  increase  of  the 
indebtedness  of  municipalities.

erection  of  Hospital  buildings  for  contagious  diseases,  nine 
hundred  thousand  (900,000)  dollars;  for  the  erection  of 
buildings  for  home  for  the  indigent,  five  hundred  thou- 
sand (500,000)  dollars;  for  the  construction  of  main  and 
branch  sewers,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for  the 
erection  of  new  bridges,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars; 
for  repaving  with  improved  pavement  streets  not  occupied 
by  passenger  railways,  for  paving  intersections  and  grad- 
ing streets,  seven  hundred  thousand  (700,000)  dollars;  for 
continuing  the  improvement  of  the  Boulevard,  from  Broad 
acquiring  property  and  improvement  of  parkway,  from 
street  northeastward,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  for 
City  Hall  to  Fainnount  Park,  two  million  (2,000,000)  dol- 
lars; for  the  improvement  of  Broad  street,  from  Moya- 
mensing  avenue  southward,  and  other  parkways  in  the 
southern  section  of  the  City,  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars;  for  the  purchase  of  sites  and  the  erec- 
tion of  police,  patrol  and  fire  houses,  two  hundred  thou- 
sand (200,000)  dollars;  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings, 
one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent 
of  the  electors  to  the  increase  of  indebtedness  set  forth 
in  Section  1,  an  election  shall  be  held  in  pursuance  of  the 
Act  of  June  9,  1891,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  elec- 
tions at  the  municipal  election  to  be  held  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  February,  1904;  that  notice  of  said  election 
shall  be  given  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  muni- 
cipality by  weekly  advertisements,  in  not  exceeding  three 
newspapers  of  the  said  City,  during  at  least  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  said  municipal  election,  and  the  said  notice 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  the  last  assessed 
valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of  the  said  City;  the 
amount  of  the  existing  debt,  the  amount  and  percentage  of 
the  proposed  increase  and  the  purposes  for  which  the  in- 
debtedness is  to  be  increased.   And  the  City  Commission- 
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era  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  and  dis- 
tribute the  necessary  ballots  as  provided  for  in  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  governing  the  increase  of  in- 
debtedness of  municipalities.

This  is  to  certify  that  the  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  provide  for  an  increase  of  indebtedness  in  the 
amount  of  sixteen  million  (16,000,000)  dollars,  for  the 
improvement,  extension  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply, 
for  the  purchase  of  new  sites  and  the  erection  of  new 
public  school  houses;  for  the  erection  of  hospital  buildings 
for  contagious  diseases;  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for 
home  for  the  indigent;  for  the  construction  of  main  and 
branch  sewers;  for  the  erection  of  new  bridges;  for  the 
repaving  with  improved  pavement  streets  not  occupied  by 
passenger  railways,  paving  intersections  and  grading 
streets;  for  continuing  the  improvement  of  the  Boulevard^ 
from  Broad  street  northeastward;  for  acquiring  property 
and  improvement  of  parkway  from  City  Hall  to  Fair- 
mount  Park;  for  the  improvement  of  Broad  street,  from 
Moyamensing  avenue  southward,  and  other  parkways  in 
the  southern  section  of  the  City;  for  the  purchase  of  sitea 
and  the  erection  of  police,  patrol  and  fire  houses;  and  for 
the  removal  of  grade  crossings;  and  authorizing  the  sub- 
mission to  a  vote  of  the  people  and  fixing  the  day  of  hold- 
ing an  election  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent  of 
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the  electors  to  the  said  increase  of  indebtedness  and  author- 
izing the  corporate  authorities  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
to  make  the  necessary  announcement  by  public  advertise- 
ment to  the  electors,  and  directing  the  City  Commission- 
ers to  prepare  and  distribute  the  necessary  ballots  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Laws  of  Pennsylvania  governing  the  increase 
of  the  indebtedness  of  municipalities,"  was  returned  by 
the  Mayor  to  Common  Council  on  the  17th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1903,  without  his  approval,  and  said  bill  having  been 
reconsidered,  was  passed  on  the  same  day  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  23, 
1874,  entitled  "An  Act  dividing  the  Cities  of  this  State 
into  three  classes,  regulating  the  passage  of  ordinances; 
providing  for  supplies  and  work  for  said  Cities,  authoriz- 
ing the  increase  of  the  indebtedness,  and  the  creation  of 
a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  same,  and  punishing  certain 
oflenses  in  all  of  said  Cities,  and  providing  for  the  incor- 
poration and  government  of  Cities  of  the  third  class  by 
the  following  vote:  Yeas,  133;  nays,  16.  And  the  said 
ordinance,  together  with  the  objections  of  the  Mayor, 
having  been  sent  to.  Select  Council  for  their  consideration, 
was  reconsidered  and  passed  by  that  body  on  the  17th  day 
of  December,  1903,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
Act  of  Assembly  of  May  23,  1874,  by  the  following  vote: 
Yeas,  41;  nays,  0.  Therefore,  the  said  ordinance  having 
been  passed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  has  become 
as  effective  as  if  the  Mayor  had  signed  the  same.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  construction  and  maintenance  by  the  Phil- 
adelphia and  Reading  Railway  Company  of  a  bridge 
across  Delaware  avenue,  between  Willow  and  Noble 
streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
to  construct  and  maintain  a  railroad  through  truss  bridge 
not  exceeding  twenty-two  feet  in  width,  across  Delaware 
avenue,  between  Willow  and  Noble  streets;  the  centre  of 
track  at  east  end  of  said  bridge  to  be  about  two  hundred 
and  four  feet  from  the  north  line  of  Pier  No.  25,  and  at 
the  west  end  of  said  bridge  to  be  about  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two  feet  from  the  north  house  line  of  Willow  street. 
Said  bridge  shall  extend  from  a  pier  to  be  erected  on  the 
east  side  of  Delaware  avenue  to  a  stone  support  on  the  west 
side  of  said  avenue,  and  shall  be  30  constructed  as  to  give  a 
minimum  clearance  of  sixteen  feet  from  the  top  of  tracks 
on  said  Delaware  avenue,  and  shall  have  no  posts  or  any 
kind  of  support  either  on  Delaware  avenue  or  the  sidewalks 
adjoining  the  same.  The  plans  and  details  of  said  bridge 
structure  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works :  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  city  reserve  the  right  to  repeal  this 
ordinance  and  to  require  the  Railway  Company  to  remove 
or  change  the  said  bridge  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Councils  the  public  interest  requires  it :  And  provided  fur- 
ther, that  before  any  work  shall  be  done  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter 
into  an.  agreement  in  writing  with  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia in  form  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  So- 
licitor, to  remove  the  said  structure  whenever  required  to 
do  so  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  for  that  purpose. 
The  said  agreement  to  provide  that  such  removal  shall  be 
completed  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  passage  of  such 
ordinance:  And  provided  further,  That  in  case  of  the  erec- 
tion of  an  elevated  railroad  on  said  Delaware  avenue,  the 
bridge  herein  authorized  to  be  built  shall  be  maintained 
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and  operated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  allow  of  the  placing 
of  said  elevated  structure  at  no  greater  elevation  than 
thirty-four  feet  from  the  top  of  tracks  on  said  Delaware 
avenue.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  the  sum  of  fifty  (50) 
dollars  shall  first  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  for  the 
printing  of  the  same.

not  merge  December  31,  1903. 

Provided,  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  contracts 
awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Councils 
having  supervision:  Provided,  also,  That  the  Superintend- 
ents or  Assistants  shall  not  be  pecuniarily  interested,  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  in  any  book  or  publication  of  any 
kind  that  may  be  used  in  any  public  school  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  during  the  time  of  his  or  her  employment: 
Provided,  also,  That  whenever  it  can  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected that  the  total  cost  of  the  article  or  the  work  re- 
quired will  not  exceed  one  hundred  (100)  dollars,  then 
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and  in  that  the  respective  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  shall  have  authority  to  purchase  said 
articles  or  have  said  work  done  subject  to  the  approval 
of  bills  by  the  Bonrd  of  Public  Education:  Provided,  also, 
That  nothing  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  from  assigning  to  the  several  sections  re- 
spectively, such  proportion  of  the  whole  appropriation  as 
is  represented  by  the  amounts  asked  for  as  general  items 
to  be  expended  by  them  subject  to  the  approval  of  bills 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Education:  And  provided  further, 
That  no  section  shall  be  allowed  to  contract  any  bills  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  (100)  dollars;  and  so  much  of  any 
"ordinance  as  requires  proposals  to  be  opened  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  Committee  on  Schools  of  Councils  shall  not  be 
held  to  apply  to  those  received  by  the  Sectional  Boards: 
Provided,  olso,  That  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn  against 
this  appropriation  unless  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
all  its  Committees  shall  be  open  to  the  public:  Provided 
further,  That  a  copy  of  the  specifications  for  general  re- 
pair? to  school  houses  and  contracts  made  for  the  same  be 
furnished  each  of  the  Sectional  Boards  when  the  work  is 
to  be  done;  and  that  the  President  of  the  Sectional  Board 
where  the  repairs  are  to  be  done,  or  a  member  of  the  same 
designated  by  him,  as  well  as  the  Architect  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Education,  shall  certify  that  the  work  has  been 
done  in  accordance  with  said  specifications  and  contracts 
before  the  bills  arc  paid:  Provided  ateo,  That  before  any 
warrants  for  contract  work  are  countersigned  by  the  City 
Controller,  the  contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him, 
that  none  but  American  citizens  have  been  employed  on 
the  work,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  Councils  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  employ- 
ment only  of  American  citizens  by  contractors  doing  work 
for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor 
Pecember  16,  1S96. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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This  bill  is  approved  with  the  exception  of  twenty-six 
thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five  (26,485)  dollars 
and  eighty-nine  (89)  cents  of  the  three  hundred  and  six 
thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  (306,265)  dollars  ap- 
propriated in  Item  6,  for  salaries  of  janitors,  making  a 
total  of  twenty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-five 
(26,485)  dollars  aud  eighty-nine  (89)  cents  disapproved  in 
this  ordinance.

of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  Lieutenant,  empowering  him  to 
collect  their  pay. 

Provided,  also,  In  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  one  warrant  to 
be  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Foremnn  of  each  Company  for 
the  payment  of  all  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Fire  in  his 
Company:  Provided,  That  such  employees  shall  give  a 
warrant  of  attorney  in  favor  of  the  foreman,  empowering 
him  to  collect  their  pay.  Warrants  for  the  Director's  office 
and  the  Bureaus  of  Police,  Correction  and  Fire  ehall  be 
drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety, 
and  all  other  warrants  by  the  chiefs  of  the  respective  Bu- 
reaus and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances :  Provided,  also,  That  before  any  warrants  for  con- 
tract work  are  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  the 
contractor  shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  none  but 
American  citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  of  Amer- 
ican citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of 
Philadelphia/'  approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16, 
1896:  Provided,  also,  All  salaried  employees  in  this  De- 
partment shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  bona 
fide  residents  of  this  City. 
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All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AW>,  a  further  disapproval,  in  Section  5,  Item  1,  of 
one  thousand  one  hundred  (1,100)  dollars  of  the  five  thou- 
sand five  hundred  (5,500)  dollars  appropriated  for  the 
payment  of  five  electrical  plumbers  at  one  thousand  one 
hundred  (1,100)  dollars  each,  and  forty  (40)  dollars  of 
the  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  for  the  uniforms  for  the 
five  electrical  plumbers.

to  purchase  or  contract,  without  advertising,  bills  for  this 
Bureau  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars. 

Bureau  of  Filtration. 

Sect.  9.  Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Depart- 
ment the  sum  of  seventy-nine  thousand  (70,000)  dollars  is 
for  the  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Filtration,  as  follows :

Sect.  11.  That  all  bids  shall  be  opened  and  all  con- 
tracts awarded  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  of  Coun- 
cils having  supervision.  And  that  no  contracts  shall  be 
entered  into  extending  beyond  December  31,  1904,  without 
the  approval  of  Councils. 

Sect.  12.  Warrants  shall  be  drawn  as  follows:  For 
employees  of  the  City  Ice  Boats,  one  warrant,  payable 
monthly;  for  employees  in  the  District  Surveyor's  Office 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  one  warrant,  payable  monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  of  Water :  For  employees  at  the  pump- 
ing stations,  one  warrant  for  each  station,  payment 
monthly. 
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The  following  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  be 
paid  semi-monthly:  For  the  employees  in  the  Purveyor's 
districts,  one  warrant  for  each  district ;  for  the  employees 
ftf  the  City  construction  and  repair  shop,  one  warrant; 
for  the  employees  upon  the  improvement  for  distribution 
iind  contingent  roll,  one  warrant;  for  the  employees  upon 
the  buildings,  grounds,  and  reservoir  roll,  one  warrant. 
Warrants  for  the  Director's  office  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Warrants 
for  the  City  Ice  Boats  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  all  other  warrants  by  the  Chiefs  of  the  respective 
Bureaus,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

Provided,  That  before  any  warrants  for  contract  work 
arc  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller  the  contractor 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  him  that  nono  but  American 
citizens  have  been  employed  on  the  work,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  for  the  employment  only  of  American 
citizens  by  contractors  doing  work  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia,"  approved  by  the  Mayor,  December  16,  1896: 
Provided,  further.  That  in  work  in  which  the  cost  is  paid 
whole  or  in  part  from  assessment  of  benefits  the  affidavit 
shall  not  be  required:  Provided,  also,  All  salaried  em- 
ployees in  this  Department  shall  be  citizens  of  the  Onited 
States  and  bona  fide  residents  of  this  City. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


This  bill  is  approved  with  the  exception  in  Section  4,

Ordinances,  page  118),  T  am  obliged  to  say  th.it  by  the 
proviso,  which  reads  as  follows:  "That  no  license  shall  be 
granted  by  the  Mayor  until  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  have 
certified  to  him  that  he  has  examined  the  premises  upon 
which  the  applicant  for  a  license  desires  to  have,  use,  store 
or  keep  benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  benzole,  or  other  similar 
light  petroleum  or  coal  tar  products,  and  that  in  his  opinion 
a  license  may  be  granted  without  endangering  public 
safety."  Tl  would  seem  that  as  far  as  that  is  concerned, 
the  report  of  the  Fire  Marshal  is  conclusive. 

There  is  another  contingency  provided  for  in  the  ordin- 
ance, to  wit,  that  if  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  decide-  that  an 
.applicant  for  a  license  is  not  entitled  to  the  license  by- 
reason  of  endangering  the  public  safety,  and  it  would  seem 
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therefore  that  where  the  Fire  Marshal  reports  in  favor  of 
the  granting  of  a  license,  this  ordinance  was  meant  that  the 
Mayor  thereby  should  be  relieved  of  any  further  responsi- 
bility in  the  matter.

Dear  Sre: — I  have  received  your  "Jacket  G.  730," 
which  was  forwarded  to  this  Department  with  inquiry^ 
relative  to  the  proper  remedy  in  regard  to  the  matters 
therein  referred  to.  It  appears  therefrom  that  premises 
No.  836  North  Third  street  are  not  fenced  off  from  the 
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highway;  that  the  house  stands  back  from  the  street  line 
and  that  small  boys  and  others  are  in  the  habit  of  entering 
said  premises  and  throwing  stones  and  otherwise  commit- 
ting nuisances  therein.  It  also  appears  that  the  house  is 
in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  has  been  unoccupied  for 
several  years. 

I  do  not  find  any  authority  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
by  law  or  ordinance,  to  compel  the  owner  of  the  property 
to  erect  a  fence  along  the  street  line  as  suggested  by  one  of 
the  neighbors.  If  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  build- 
ing is  such  as  to  make  it  a  menace  the  matter  should  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspec- 
tion. Furthermore,  whenever  any  person  is  found  commit- 
ting a  nuisance  of  any  character  in  the  place,  he  may  be 
arrested,  and  it  would  be  well  for  the  officer  upon  the  beat 
to  exercise  special  vigilance  for  the  latter  purpose.

In  re  Liability  for  paving  Rising  Svn  Lane. 

Wieeevm  C.  Haddock,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.  in  relation  to 
the  paving  of  liising  Sun  Lane  between  Germantown  ave- 
nue and  Tioga  street  received. 

You  state  that  a  portion  of  the  roadbed  in  the  vicinity 
of  York  rend  and  Eleventh  street  covered  by  the  contract 
it  warded  to  the  Vulcanite  Paving  Company  was  macada- 
mized a  great  many  years  ago  by  the  City,  and  has  been 
maintained  and  kept  in  good  order  and  repair  at  the  City's 
expense.  Tn  view  of  this  macadamizing  you  inquire 
whether  the  abutting  property  owners  are  liable  to  pay  for 
the  proposed  paving  of  the  portion  of  the  street  previously 
macadamized. 

Whether  the  property  owners  would  or  would  not  be 
liable  for  the  paving  of  the  portion  previously  macada- 
mized, could  best  be  determined  from  a  consideration  of  the 
time,  circumstances,  and  authority  under  which  the  macad- 
amizing was  done.  Ordinarily  the  macadamizing  of  a 
country  road  at  the  City's  expense  does  not  relieve  the 
property  owner  from  the  cost  of  subsequently  paving  the 
street;  and  in  Philadelphia,  whether  the  property  owner  is 
so  relieved,  depends  upon  whether  the  City  intended  by  the 
macadamizing  to  change  a  country  road  into  a  city  street, 
or,  in  other  words,  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
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City  that  the  macadamizing  which  it  laid  was  equivalent 
to  paving  the  road  as  a  city  street.  This  can  he  hetter 
understood  if  I  quote  from  the  ease  of  Dick  vs.  Philadel- 
phia, IDT  Pa.  407,  and  which  case  related  to  the  paving 
witli  vitrified  brick  of  Woodland  avenue  subsequently  to 
its  having  been  macadamized  both  by  the  Turnpike  Com- 
pany and  by  the  City  as  a  repairing.  Chief  Justice 
McCollum  in  that  case  in  referring  to  and  quoting  the 
language  of  Mr.  Justice  Mitchell  in  Philadelphia  vs.  Ed- 
dleman.  100  Pa.  452,  say?: 

•'These  are  all  the  cases  upon  the  subject,  and  bringing 
them  thus  together  in  review,  shows  that  although  they 
have  sometimes  led  to  diverse  conclusions  on  the  varying 
facts  and  circumstances  they  are  all  governed  by  one  single 
principle,  the  municipal  recognition  of  a  change  from  an 
ordinary  road  to  a  village  or  city  street.  A  first  pavement, 
therefore,  in  the  legal  sen^e,  which  exempts  the  abutting 
property  owners  from  liability  for  any  subsequent  improve- 
ment, may  be  defined  generally  as  one  that  is  put  down 
originally  or  adopted  or  acquiesced  in  subsequently  by  the 
municipal  authority,  for  the  purpose  and  with  tlie  intent 
of  changing  an  ordinary  road  into  a  street  Tt  may  be  of 
macadam  or  anything  else.  That  is  a  matter  of  evidence 
only.  If  the  purpose  and  intent  be  wanting,  a  mere  sur- 
facing of  the  road,  however  carefully  or  expensively  done, 
will  not  be  a  paving,  but  if  the  intent  and  purposes  are 
present,  or  to  be  fairly  inferred,  then  there  is  a  pavinsr, 
whatever  the  material  may  be.  Tt  may  perhaps  he  safely 
stated  as  a  corollary  that  prima  facie  macadamizing  is  not 
a  street  paving  in  Philadelphia,  or  probably  in  other  large 
cities,  while  on  the  other  hand  there  may  be  a  presumption 
the  other  way  in  smaller  cities  or  towns!" 

There  have  been  but  two  cases  in  Philadelphia  in  which 
macadamizing  was  held  to  be  a  first  paving,  thereby  reliev- 
ing the  property  owners  from  the  costs  of  any  subsequent 
paving.  Those  were  City  vs.  Ehret,  153  Pa.  1,  and  Leake 
vs.  Philadelphia,  171  Pa.  125.  In  the  first  ca«e.  the  ma- 
cadamizing of  the  centre  of  Allegheny  avenue  was  paid 
for  by  the  property  owners,  and  in  the  second,  the  Referee 
found  that  the  City  had  adopted  the  pavement  laid  by  the 
Turnpike  Company. 
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In  many  cases  a  macadam  pavement  has  been  held  not 
to  be  a  first  pavement,  and  the  property  owners  have  been 
required  to  pay  for  an  improved  pavement  constructed 
subsequently  to  the  macadamizing.  This  was  the  case  in 
Alcorn  vs.  Philadelphia,  112  Pa.  494;  Philadelphia  vs. 
Baker,  140  Pa.  11 ;  Philadelphia  vs.  Dibbler,  147  Pa.  261 ; 
Philadelphia  vs.  Hill,  166  Pa.  211  ;  Philadelphia  vs.  E'd- 
dleraan,  169  Pa.  452;  Dick  vs.  Philadelphia,  197  Pa.  467. 

In  the  absence  of  any  act  of  the  municipal  authorities 
which  shows  that  the  macadam  pavement  laid  on  Rising 
Sun  avenue  was  intended  as  a  paving  of  a  city  street,  and 
in  fact,  did  change  a  country  road  to  a  city  street,  it 
is  not  a  first  paving  and  the  property  owner  is  not  exempt 
from  the  cost  of  the  asphalt  which  it  is  proposed  to  lay.

Dear  Sir  : — In  relation  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  North  Springfield  Water  Company  to  lay 
water  pipes  through  a  part  of  the  Twenty-second  Ward,  I 
reply,  that  by  ordinance  of  March  27, 1894,  a  license  to  lay 
water  pipes  in  the  section  in  question  was  granted  to  the 
Oak  Lane  Water  Company.  It  is  now  stated  that  the  Oak 
Lane  Water  Company  was  purchased  by  the  North  Spring- 
field Water  Company  in  1899  and  is  now  operated  by  the 
latter  company. 

The  privilege  granted  by  said  ordinance  was  to  the  Oak 
Lane  Water  Company  alone,  and  is  not  assignable  by  it 
without  the  consent  of  the  City.  I  think,  therefore,  that 
if  it  be  deemed  advisable  to  refuse  recognition  to  the  North 
/Springfield  Water  Company  for  the  purpoeo  of  laying  pipes 
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as  aforesaid,  the  proper  authorities  would  have  the  right 
so  to  do,  and  therefore,  to  refuse  such  application  by  that 

company.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  13th  inst, 
relative  to  the  necessity  for  giving  notice  to  property  own- 
ers to  set  or  reset  curbs  or  repave  footways  as  incident  to 
the  work  of  paving  the  cartway  in  front  of  their  premises, 
I  reply  that  the  ordinance  of  February  11,  1889,  page  12, 
requires  that  whenever  a  street  is  to  be  paved,  repaved  or 
repaired  and  curbstones  are  required  to  be  set  or  reset  and 
footways  paved,  repaved  or  repaired,  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  shall  give  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  property 
<  wner  to  do  the  work,  before  proceeding  to  have  it  done. 

Section  8  of  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901  (P.  L.  367)  pro- 
vides as  follows: 

"No  claim  shall  be  tiled  for  curbing,  recurbing,  paving, 
repaving  or  repairing  the  footway  of  any  highway,  unless 
the  owner  shall  have  neglected  to  do  said  work  for  such 
length  of  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  after 
notice  so  to  do,  served  upon  him  or  his  agent  or  the  person 
in  possession  of  the  property,  except  when,  in  the  case  of 
curbing,  or  recurbing  or  repaving  the  footway,  it  shall  form 
part  of  an  improvement  resulting  also  in  the  paving,  ma- 
cadamizing or  otherwise  improving  the  cartway  of  said 
highway;  and  if  there  be  no  agent  or  party  in  possession  it 
may  be  posted  on  the  most  public  part  of  the  property." 

This  provision  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  permits,  but  does 
not  compel,  the  curbing,  recurbing  and  repaving  of  a  foot- 
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way  forming;  part  of  an  improvement  resulting;  also  in  the 
paving,  macadamizing  or  otherwise  improving  the  cart- 
way, without  notice  to  the  property  owner.  The  said  Act 
does  not  therefore  operate  as  a  repeal  of  the  ordinance 
above  mentioned.  Coder  authority  of  the  statutes,  Coun- 
cils may,  if  they  choose,  provide  that  in  the  case  mentioned 
previous  notice  need  not  he  given  to  the  property  owner, 
but  until  they  do  30  provide  the  ordinance  of  February  11, 
1SS0,  furnishes  the  rule  upon  the  subject  by  which  your 
Department  should  be  guided. 

T  am  therefore  of  opinion  that,  while  the  said  ordinance 
remains  unaltered  by  Councils,  the  practice  heretofore  fol- 
lowed should  he  continued,  and  notice  to  do  the  work  should 
be  sent  to  the  abutting  owner,  even  where  the  curb  setting 
is  incidental  to  the  paving  of  the  cartway,  thirty  days  be- 
fore the  city  itself  proceed*  to  have  the  curb  set  or  reset, 
or"  the  footway  repaved.

Dkai:  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  relative  to  the  disposition 
of  sewer  hills  against  premises  on  Rockland  and  Silver- 
wood  streets,  1  reply  as  follows: 

On  February  11th  last  Councils  by  ordinance  directed 
that  the  contractor  should  be  paid  by  the  City  for  sewers 
laid  in  front  of  the  premises  concerning  which  you  inquire, 
inter  alia,  to  wit,  the  Emanuel  'M.  E.  Church  on  Silver- 
w<!bd  street,  against  which  a  lien  had  been  entered  in 
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ami  against  property  on  Rockland  street  occupied  by  a 
ehureb  and  owned  by  P.  J.  Ryan. 

In  the  case  of  the  Emanuel  M.  E.  Church,  when  the 
City  paid  the  bill  the  lieu  was  assigned  to  it,  and  in  the 
ease  of  the  property  on  Rockland  street,  in  which  no  lien 
had  been  filed,  the  claim  was  assigned  by  the  contractor  to 
the  City  when  the  City  paid  him. 

The  ordinance  of  February  11,  1903,  simply  directs  that 
the  contractor  be  paid  by  the  City,  and  does  not  indicate 
whether  or  not  the  City  is  to  retain  the  claims  as  against 
the  church  properties  affected. 

That  the  claim  in  the  one  case  and  the  lien  in  ihe  other 
was  assigned  to  the  City,  does  seem  to  show  the  under- 
standing to  have  been  that  the  City  was  to  keen  the  claim-* 
alive  as  against  the  churches.  However  that  may  he,  the 
ordinance  does  not  in  unmistakable  terms  evince  an  inten- 
tion to  free  the  churches  from  the  burden  of  these  claims, 
and  until  Councils  shall  in  any  case  make  clear  its  purpose 
thus  to  release  the  property,  no  such  purpose  should  Ik1 
presumed. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  case  of  the 
Emanuel  M.  K.  Church  the  lien  should  be  revived  from 
time  to  time  and  kept  alive  as  in  other  cases;  ami  in  regard 
to  the  Rockland  street  property  the  claim  should  be  pro- 
ceeded upon  in  the  usual  course,  so  that  the  rights  of  the 
City  in  the  premises  may  not  be  prejudiced,  until  in 
either  case  Councils  shall  direct  the  opposite  course.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  request  for  an  opinion  relative  to 
the  liability  for  paving  at  Fifty-first  street  and  Beaumont 
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street.  I  reply  that  from  the  facts  stated  it  appears  that 
Fifty-first  street  was  originally  opened  and  paved  as  a 
street,  which  would  have  crossed  the  West  Chester  and 
Philadelphia  Railroad  in  a  straight  line,  hut  that  in  1895 
the  lines  were  revised  so  that  said  street  makes  a  turn  at 
Beaumont  street  and  runs  parallel  to  the  railroad  as  far  as 
Warrington  avenue.  The  paving  in  front  of  the  abutting 
premises  upon  the  street  as  originally  laid  out  was  paid  for 
by  the  owners  of  such  premises.  By  the  change  in  the  lines 
of  the  street,  certain  portions  thereof  which  were  formerly 
paved  as  a  cartway ;  certain  portions  upon  which  the  side- 
walk was  laid,  and  certain  other  portions  of  the  newly 
defined  street  which  were  not  paved  at  all,  now  become  a 
part  of  the  new  cartway,  and  must  be  paved  or  repaved  as 
such. 

Tn  these  circumstances  you  inquire  whether  the  prop- 
erties which  have  already  been  assessed  for  the  said  paving 
and  have  paid  for  the  same,  can  be  made  liable  for  the 
proposed  paving  within  the  revised  lines. 

T  am  of  opinion  that  so  much  of  the  new  paving  as  will 
cover  portions  of  the  roadway  which  have  already  been 
paved,  either  as  a  part  of  the  former  cartway  or  the  former 
sidewalk,  must  be  paid  for  by  the  City,  but  that  the  abut- 
ting property  is  liable  for  so  much  of  the  new  paving  in 
front  of  the  respective  lots  as  will  be  laid  upon  portions  of 
the  street  which  have  not  already  been  paved,  either  as  a 
part  of  the  old  cartway  or  the  old  sidewalk.

Dear  Sir  : — To  your  inquiry  of  April  11th,  whether  the 
Southwestern  Passenger  Railway  Company  is  required  to 
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make  repairs  to  the  Penrose  Ferry  Bridge,  enclosing  copies 
of  letters  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Bridges,  relative  to  the  dangerous 
condition  of  the  bridge  in  question,  I  reply  that  the  subject 
of  the  liability  of  the  Southwestern  Passenger  Railway 
Company  is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  January  17, 
1898,  page  28.  By  Section  4  of  that  ordinance  the  rail- 
way company  is  required  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
exercise  of  the  privileges  granted  to  agree  "to  accept  as 
binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed 
relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  rail- 
ways or  railroads  of  any  kind  within^  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia"; and  accordingly  the  Southwestern  Passenger 
Railway  Company  did  enter  into  an  agreement  in  the  terms 
thus  provided  by  said  ordinance. 

Among  the  ordinances  in  force  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia is  that  of  December  22,  1S66,  page  413,  which  makes 
it  the  duty  of  each  and  every  passenger  railway  company 
using  bridges  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
ktep  the  flooring  and  roadway  of  such  bridges  in  good 
order  and  repair. 

I  therefore  reply  to  your  inquiry  that  in  so  far  as  the 
repairs  in  question  may  properly  be  considered  as  necessary 
to  keep  the  flooring  or  roadway  of  the  bridges  in  good  order 
or  repair,  the  railway  company  using  the  same  should  be 
required  to  do  the  work.  If  the  needed  repairs  are  not 
such  as  may  properly  be  so  considered,  the  company  cannot 
be  required  to  make  them.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  April  24th,  whether 
you  should  sign  the  permit  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company  to  lay  tracks  on  Broad  street,  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors  having  acted  favorably  upon  such 
request,  I  reply  that  there  is  no  objection  to  your  issuing 
the  permit  in  question  but  that  on  the  contrary  it  is  your 
official  duty  so  to  do.  The  granting  of  such  permit  cannot 
be  construed  as  having  any  bearing  upon  the  question 
whether  said  company  has  the  right,  as  between  itself  and 
other  parties,  to  lay  tracks  upon  the  street.  It  signifies 
only  that  the  city  so  far  a^  it?elf  is  concerned,  assents  to  the 
tracks  being  laid.  As  Councils  have  already  authorized 
this  to  be  done,  the  executive  departments  should  perform 
such  duties  as  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  •policy 
thus  prescribed  by  the  legislative  authority  of  the  city.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  in  reference  to 
the  building  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Chestnut  and  Juni- 
per streets,  received. 

Tn  view  of  the  facts  stated  by  Mr.  \\.  C.  Cranmer,  the 
Surveyor  am!  "Regulator  of  the  Third  District,  I  would 
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suggest  that  your  department  notify  the  owner  and  also 
the  contractor  or  builder  that  they  will  not  be  permitted  to 
erect  any  building  upon  the  five  feet  in  front  of  their  prop- 
erty which  is  included  in  the  line  of  Chestnut  street  a? 
widened  in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  March  31, 
1884,  and  if  they  attempt  to  occupy  with  that  building 
any  portion  of  the  live  feet,  a  bill  in  equity  will  be  filed 
to  enjoin  the  occupation  of  the  five  feet  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  building. 

Kindly  advise  this  department  of  the  action  the  owner 
or  contractor  take  after  you  have  so  notified  them,  and  if 
it  appears  to  your  department  that  they  still  propose  to  oc- 
cupy any  portion  of  the  five  feet,  we  will  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  restrain  them.  Whatever  action  in  the  courts  we 
take  should  be  commenced  as  soon  as  the  owner  or  con- 
tractor occupies  any  portion  of  the  five  feet  with  the  new 
structure.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  May  1,  1903, 
relative  to  automobiles  or  motor  vehicles,  I  reply  that  by 
Section  7  of  said  Act  it  is  provided  "that  this  amount  of 
license  shall  not  apply  to  any  city  or  other  municipality 
in  which  the  authorities  have  imposed  a  license  fee  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  provided  further,  that  no  person  shall 
be  required  to  pay  a  license  fee  in  more  than  one  city  or 
municipality  in  any  one  year." 

The  foregoing  language  isvague  and  difficult  to  interpret 
The  phrase  "'this  amount  of  license"  may  be  assumed  to 
refer  to  the  amount  of  the  fee  fixed  by  the  Act.  Followed 
literally  it  might  be  taken  as  relating  only  to  the  price  paid 
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for  license  and  not  to  the  requirement  to  obtain  licenses 
themselves  from  the  City  Treasurer.  The  proviso  would 
seem,  however,  to  have  a  broader  scope  and  to  be  intended 
to  avoid  a  duplication  of  licenses  m  those  municipalities 
which  have  provided  a  local  system  for  the  same.  This 
view  of  the  language  employed  relieves  the  matter  from 
difficulties  which  are  not  to  be  escaped  in  any  other  way, 
and  accordingly  I  think  it  may  be  taken  to  be  the  meaning 
of  the  Act  that  the  license  features  thereof  as  embodied  in 
Sections  6,  7  and  9,  may  be  disregarded  in  places  where 
local  authorities  have  provided  another  system  of  licensing 
the  vehicles  in  question.  This  has  no  necessary  bearing, 
however,  upon  those  provisions  of  the  Act  which  require 
the  registration  of  automobiles  in  the  Prothonotary's 
office,  etc. 

The  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  by  ordinance 
of  December  16,  1902,  have  supplied  a  set  of  regulations 
for  the  licensing  and  running  of  automobiles  and  motor 
vehicles,  and  in  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  the  Treas- 
urer of  this  county  is  expected  to  exercise  any  authority 
under  the  Act,  I  am  of  opinion  that  he  need  not  exercise 
such  authority.

Dear  Sir  : — I  find  upon  my  desk  a  letter  from  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Philadelphia  Bourse  to  yourself  relative  to 
the  course  to  be  pursued  in  reference  to  the  ordinance  pro- 
hibiting spitting  in  public  places  recently  passed  by  Coun- 
cils. Attached  thereto  is  a  paper  signed  by  Mr.  Blynn, 
your  Secretary,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  matter  is 
"respectfully  referred"  to  me  "for  report." 
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I  assume  from  this  informal  submission  of  the  subject 
that  an  opinion  of  this  department  is  desired  in  response 
to  Mr.  Albrecht's  inquiry. 

Such  opinions,  if  you  will  permit  the  suggestion,  when 
wanted  by  the  various  departments  of  the  city  government, 
are  usually  asked  for  by  a  written  request,  and  which  is 
filed  in  this  department  as  evidence  of  our  reason  for  send- 
ing the  same.  I  should  appreciate  it  if  this  course  were 
adopted  by  your  department 

Relative  to  the  matter  concerning  which  inquiry  is  made, 
I  would  refer  to  the  Act  of  May  3,  1876,  which  is  in  the 
following  terms : 

"Any  police  officer  or  constable,  upon  view  of  the 
breach  of  any  ordinance  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  is 
Authorized  to  forthwith  arrest  the  person  or  persons  so 
offending,  without  any  process,  and  to  take  said  person  or 
persons  forthwith  before  any  police  magistrate  or  alder- 
man of  said  city,  who  shall  thereupon  require  bail  for  the 
ap]iearance  of  said  person  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  charge,  and  in  default  of  bail  to  commit  for 
a  hearing ;  and  at  said  hearing  the  case  shall  be  proceeded 
witb  as  if  the  parties  were  appearing  before  said  magis- 
trate or  alderman  upon  a  summons  duly  issued  and  re- 
turned served,  or  if  both  parties  desire  it  the  case  may  be 
entered  and  determined  by  the  magistrate  or  alderman  in 
like  manner,  without  requiring  bail  or  further  continu- 
ance."

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  an  offender 
against  the  ordinance  detected  in  the  act  by  any  police 
officer  or  constable  may  be  at  once  taken  by  such  officer 
before  any  police  magistrate,  who  should  thereupon  re- 
quire bail  for  his  appearance,  as  provided  by  the  terms  of 
the  Act.

Deal*  Sik: — To  your  communication  relative  to  a  pond 
of  water  existing  on  private  property  on  the  north  side  of 
Wei  lens  avenue,  between  ''A''  street  and  the  Kensington 
and  Oxford  Turnpike,  T  reply,  that  from  what  yon  state 
it  appears  that  this  pond  is  a  public  nuisance;  that  the 
Board  of  Health  lias  been  requested  to  notify  the  owner 
of  the  property  to  fill  this  pond  but  has  not  done  so  because 
the  existence  of  the  pond  has  been  caused  by  the  city 
authorities  grading  the  street,  and  also  that  surface  water 
is  discharged  into  the  pond  through  iron  pipes  provided 
to  hike  the  drainage  from  other  streets. 

So  long  as  the  city  itself  creates  and  maintains  this 
nuisance  by  continuing  to  drain  water  into  the  pond,  the 
owner  would  not  be  under  obligation  to  abate  it.  Such 
drainage  of  water  by  the  city  into  the  pond  should  there- 
fore be  discontinued  and  some  other  disposition  made  of 
the  water,  the  difficulties  in  the  way  thereof  being  avoided 
by  such  mechanical  means  as  may  answer  that  end.  So 
far,  however,  as  the  nuisance  may  have  been  created  by 
the  past  action  of  the  city,  that  fact  would  offer  no  excuse 
for  the  owner  of  the  property  to  permit  it  to  continue,  and 
if  it  be  a  menace  to  the  public  health  after  the  city  has 
ceased  to  contribute  to  its  existence  by  draining  through 
pipes  the  surface  water  from  other  streets,  the  Board  of 
Health  may  properly  require  the  owner  of  ihe  premises 
to  abate  the  nuisance.

Dear  Sir:— To  your  inquiry  of  May  15th,  as  to  the 
claim  of  the  Cirard  Estate  that  thev  are  not  liable  as  the 
abutting  ownerfor  an  original  paving  upon  a  street  in  whieli 
the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  has  laid  its  tracks, 
T  repTy  that  while  the  ordinance  of  1859  relieves  ])assenger 
railway  companies  from  the  obligation  to  lay  original  p  iv- 
ing,  the  charter  of  the  Union  Passenger  Kail  way  Company, 
which  is  of  later  date,  requires  such  company  to  be  at  the 
entire  cost  of  all  paving,  repaving,  and  repairing  that  may 
be  necessary  upon  any  street  where  the  tracks  nf  said  com- 
pany may  be  laid. 

The  Act  of  March  16,  1805,  P.  L.  394,  which  was  a 
supplement  to  the  charter  of  that  company,  attempted  to 
relieve  it  from  such  obligation,  but  in  the  case  of  Phila- 
delphia to  use  vs.  Spring  Garden  Farmers'  Market  Com- 
pany, 161  Pa.  522,  it  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  that 
the  Act  of  1865  was  unconstitutional ;  that  the  require- 
ment to  pave  imposed  by  the  charter  could  not  be  relieved 
by  ordinance,  but  only  by  legislative  action ;  that  an  abut- 
ting owner  had  the  right  to  set  up  the  liability  of  the  rail- 
way company  in  relief  of  that  which  would  otherwise  rest 
upon  his  property ;  and  that  consequently,  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  was  liable  for  original  as  well 
as  for  renewed  paving. 

I  therefore  advise  you  of  my  opinion  that  upon  the  facts 
stated  by  you  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  is 
liable  for  the  paving  to  which  you  refer,  and  that  the 
Girard  Estate,  as  the  owner  of  abutting  property,  is  not 
so  liable.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  8th  inst.,  in  which  you 
say:  "I  have  received  from  H.  C.  Demuth,  Treasurer 
Pennsylvania  Commissioners  of  Fisheries,  a  letter  report- 
ing a  payment  of  a  fine  for  Violation  of  the  fish  law/  im- 
posed by  a  Philadelphia  Magistrate,  and  asking  me  to  mail 
to  him  my  warrant  for  the  amount  of  such  fine  to  be  paid 
to  Mr.  Demuth  'as  Treasurer  of  the  Commission  ,as  per 
Act  May  29,  1901,  Sec.  36,  37  and  38/  " 

I  understand  that  no  part  of  the  fine  has  been  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury,  and  further  that  you  desire  my  opinion 
as  to  the  methods  of  procedure  where  a  fine  is  imposed  and 
collected  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia  for  the  violation 
of  the  Act  May  29,  1901. 

Section  36  of  the  Act  29th  May,  1901,  P.  L.  302, 
provides  that  "one-half  of  each  and  every  fine  recovered  for 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
paid  to  the  informer,  and  the  remaining  one-half  shall  be 
forthwith  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the 
offense  was  committed;  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  county 
shall  pay  over  to  the  Fish  Commissioners  all  monies  so 
forfeited  and  recovered  by  virtue  of  the  act,  and  the  said 
Commissioners  shall  pay  over  the  same  into  the  state 
treasury"  for  the  use  of  said  Commissioners. 

By  Section  38  it  is  provided  among  other  things  that 
the  portion  of  the  fine  paid  to  the  Treasurer  shall  "be  im- 
mediately disbursed  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  Section 
36  of  this  Act." 

It  was  therefore  intended  by  the  legislature  that  oue- 
half  of  the  fine  or  penalty  imposed  by  the  Magistrate  under 
the  terms  of  said  act  should  be  paid  by  that  official  to  the 
informer,  and  that,  the  remainder  should  be  paid  by  the 
Magistrate  to  the  County  Treasurer,  who  in  turn  should 
immediately  disburse  the  same,  that  is,  at  once  pay  the 
amount  so  received  "over  to  the  Fish  Commissioners  to  be 
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The  Act  however  appears  to  conflict  with  Article  5,  Seo- 

by  them  paid  into  the  state  treasury"  for  the  use  of  said 
commission. 

tion  13,  of  the  state  constitution,  which  provides  that  "All 
fees,  fines  and  penalties  in  said  (magistrates)  courts  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury."  This  provision  of  the 
constitution  was  considered  by  the  Thayer,  Judge,  in  Com. 
of  Penna.,  ex  relatione  The  Penna.,  Society  for  the  Pre- 
vention of  Cruelty  to  Animals  vs.  Thomas  Randall,  then 
Magistrate  of  Court  No.  24,  Philadelphia  County  (10 
Phila.  Reports  451).  In  that  case  the  society  applied  to 
the  court  for  a  writ  of  alternative  mandamus  directed  to 
the  Magistrate  to  compel  him  to  show  cause  why  the  pen- 
alty imposed  by  him  for  a  violation  of  the  Act  of  March 
29,  1S69  (P.  L.  22)  should  not  be  paid  to  the  society  un- 
der the  act  June  2,  1871  (P.  L.  290),  which  provides  that 
"all  fines  and  penalties  imposed  by  any  alderman  or  magis- 
trate under  the  act  of  March  29,  1869,  shall  be  payable 
to  the  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals." 
In  refusing  to  grant  the  writ,  Judge  Thayer  said:  "It 
is  argued  that  this  provision  (Section  13,  Article  5,  of  the 
Constitution)  was  only  intended  to  apply  to  fines  and 
penalties  which,  at  the  time  the  new  constitution  was  or- 
dained, were  payable  to  the  state,  and  that  it  was  not  in- 
tended to  repeal  the  provision  in  the  Act  of  June  2,  1871, 
or  any  of  the  various  acts  by  which  fines  and  penalties,  or 
a  portion  of  them,  were  payable  to  the  informor.  The 
language  of  the  constitution  is  so  express,  comprehensive 
and  unqualified,  that  no  room  seems  to  be  left  for  inter- 
pretation. When  the  constitution  says  "all  fines  and  pen- 
alties" coll  '  fed  in  these  courts  shall  be  paid  into  the 
county  treasury,  we  cannot  interpolate  any  exception  which 
is  not  found  in  the  instrument  itself.  We  may  conjecture 
that  the  present  case  was  not  in  the  mind  of  the  framers. 
but  we  cannot  certainly  say  it  was  not.  Nor  can  we  break 
through  the  express  words  of  the  constitution  without  some 
l>etter  warrant  than  a  mere  conjecture," 

Judge  Thayer  s  decision  was  in  effect  amnnod  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  re  Com.  vs.  McGuirk,  78  Pa.,  298, 
>vbere  it  is  said  (p.  300)  "The  thirteenth  section  of  the 
fifth  article  of  the  constitution  we  think  is  not  applicable 
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to  tbiy  case.  It  directs  not  only  the  fines  and  penalties, 
but  the  fees  in  "said  court"  to  be  paid  into  the  county 
treasury.  But  "said  court"  refers  to  the  police  and  civil 
courts  (magistrates'  courts  in  Philadelphia  county)  to  be 
established  under  the  twelfth  section,  immediately  pre- 
ceding." 

In  view  of  these  decisions  and  the  plain  mandate  of  the 
constitution,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  all  fees,  fines  and 
penalties  imposed  and  collected  by  the  magistrates  in  this 
county  should  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury.  The  sev- 
eral magistrates  should  be  instructed  in  making  their  re- 
turns to  you  to  specify  therein  the  source  from  which  the 
moneys  paid  into  the  treasury  by  them  were  derived  in 
order  that  an  account  may  be  kept  by  you  of  the  moneys 
received  for  violations  of  the  Act  May  29,  1001.  When 
paid  into  the  county  treasury  the  amount  of  such  fines  or 
penalties  cannot  bo  legally  taken  therefrom  by  you  for 
transmission  to  the  Fish  Commissioners  or  to  pay  the 
informer  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  with- 
out the  consent  of  City  Councils.  Article  6  of  the  Act, 
June  1,  1885,  P.  L.  37,  directs  that  "no  money  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  city  treasury  except  by  due  process  of  law, 
or  upon  warrants  on  the  Treasurer  signed  by  the  head  of 
the  appropriate  department  and  countersigned  by  the  Con- 
troller, which  shall  state  the  consideration  of  the  same, 
and  the  particular  fund  or  appropriation  to  which  the 
same  i^  chargeable."  Should  Councils,  however,  fail  or 
refuse  to  authorize  you  to  pay  the  fines  or  penalties  to 
those  designated  in  the  Acl  of  Assembly,  the  said  parties 
may  institute  legal  proceedings  against  the  county,  and 
thus  have  determined  the  question  whether  the  fines  or 
penalties  were  paid  into  the  treasury  for  the  use  of  the 
county  or  for  the  uses  designated  in  the  act. 

In  an  opinion  by  my  predecessor  in  office  it  is  said  (ord. 
Coun.  1885,  City  Solicitor's  opinion,  p.  30)  :  "Moneys 
cannot  be  drawn  from  the  city  treasury  without  an  appro- 
priation and  warrant,  except  where  there  is  a  judgment 
against  the  city,  and  a  mandamus  execution  thereupon." 
One  of  the  questions  then  under  consideration  was: 
"whether  certain  fines  and  penalties  payable  under  the 
Act  2d  June,  1871,  P.  L.  290,  to  the  Pennsylvania  Society 
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for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,"  and  which  had 
been  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  could  be  repaid  to  the 
society  without  the  authorization  of  Councils.  An  ad- 
verse conclusion  was  arrived  at  upon  consideration  of  Acts 
February  2,  1854,  Sec.  10,  P.  L.  28,  which  provides  that 
iio  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  city, 
except  the  same  shall  have  been  previously  appropriated  by 
Councils  to  the  purpose  for  which  is  drawn,"  and  the  Act 
May  23,  1874,  Sec,  7,  P.  L.  223,  providing  "That  no 
money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  except  upon 
appropriations  made  by  Councils  and  on  warrant  drawn 
by  the  proper  officer  in  pursuance  thereof."  The  language 
of  both  acts  is  of  similar  import  to  that  employed  in  the 
Act  of  1885.

Devi?  Sik: — To  your  communication  of  the  21st  inst, 
in  relation  to  the  erection  of  iron  and  glass  awnings  by 
Blum  Brothers  and  N.  Snellenberg  &  Company  in  front  of 
their  respective  places  of  business,  and  asking  me  for  an 
opinion  as  to  the  authority  of  these  firms  to  erect  such 
awnings  with  or  without  signs  thereon,  I  reply  as  follows: 

The  ordinance  of  March  20,  1SD5,  prohibits  the  erection, 
or  maintenance,  or  placing  on  any  building  or  buildings, 
or  on  any  awning  or  other  frame,  or  on  any  awning  or 
pole  and  poles  situate  and  maintained  on  Arch,  Market 
and  Chestnut  streets  between  the  Delaware  ami  Schuylkill 
rivers,  and  Eighth  street  between  Chestnut  and  Arch 
streets,  any  sign,  either  swinging  or  permanent,  if  such 
sign  shall  extend  more  than  two  feet  from  the  established 
building  line,  or  be  elevated  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sidewalk. 
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The  ordinance  of  March  22,  1900,  provides  "That  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  erect 
and  construct  or  have  erected  and  constructed  and  main- 
tain iron  awnings,  with  metal  or  glass  roof,  without  wings 
over  the  sidewalks  of  their  premises,  the  said  awnings  to 
be  not  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  in  the  clear  head  room;  no 
signs  to  be  displayed  thereon  except  the  names  of  owners  or 
tenants  of  the  premises  to  which  such  awning  is  attached, 
and  the  nature  of  the  business  conducted  therein,  and  the 
said  awnings  to  be  supported  by  wrought  iron  stretchers 
and  posts:  Provided,  That  no  such  awnings  shall  be 
erected  nor  constructed  without  permit  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways."  This  ordinance  further  pro- 
vides "That  nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall 
authorize  the  construction  of  iron  awnings,  or  sheds  over 
the  sidewalks  in  that  part  of  the  city,  viz. :  South  side  of 
Chestnut  street,  from  the  Delaware  river  to  the  Schuylkill 
river,  and  both  sides  of  Fifteenth  street,  from  Market  to 
Walnut  street,  except  in  front  of  railroad  stations."  The 
same  ordinance  in  Section  7  further  provides  "All  ordin- 
ances or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordin- 
ance be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed." 

Therefore,  wherever  the  ordinance  of  March  29, 1805, is 
inconsistent  with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
of  March  22,  1900,  such  inconsistency  is  repealed  by  Sec- 
tion 7  of  the  ordinance  of  March  22,  1900,  and  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  erection  of  the  signs  and  awnings  by  Blum 
Brothers  and  N.  Snellenberg  &  Company,  as  described  in 
your  communication,  is  not  a  violation  of  any  ordinance.

In  tc  Temporary  Bridge  on  Line  of  Torresdale  Boulevard 
Over  Tracks  of  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  20th  inst,,  enclosing  let- 
tors  from  Mr.  O.  M.  Thompson,  Special  Agent,  Philadel- 
phia &  Reading  Railway  Company,  to  Mr.  D.  J.  McNichol, 
contractor  for  the  construction  of  Torresdale  "Boulevard  in 
relation  to  the  construction  of  temporary'  bridge  over  the 
tracks  of  the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  received. 

It  appears  that  the  contractor  proposes  to  erect  a  tem- 
porary bridge  on  the  line  of  the  boulevard  at  Wyoming 
avenue,  and  in  so  doing  will  place  temporary  supports  on 
the  right  of  way  of  the  Xorth  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  Mr. 
O.  M.  Thompson,  acting  for  the  railroad,  while  agreeing 
to  permit  the  supports  to  be  placed  in  its  right  of  way. 
thinks  it  may  be  necessary  that  some  formal  action  should 
be  taken  by  the  City. 

As  this  temporary  structure,  according  to  the  letter  of 
Mr.  McNiehol,  is  to  be  replaced  by  a  substantial  stone 
structure,  it  would  seem  to  be  necessary  at  some  time  that 
Councils  should  act  in  the  matter.  For  the  present  how- 
ever, it  would  l>e  |M>rfectly  safe  for  the  railway  company 
to  give  to  the  contractor  and  the  City  permission  to  occupy 
the  right  of  way  with  the  temporary  supports,  and  con- 
struct the  bridge  across  the  tracks,  with  the  condition  that 
when  the  said  railway  company  may  desire  to  put  down 
additional  tracks,  the  structure  will  be  changed  to  con- 
form thereto. 

As  soon,  however,  as  you  can  secure  the  passage  of  any 
ordinance,  it  would  be  well  to  authorize  the  construction 
of  the  temporary  bridge,  and  if  proper,  the  permanent 
bridge,  or  approve  of  the  structure  which  the  contractor 
will  erect,  conditioned  upon  the  consent  of  the  railway 
company,  and  with  the  proviso  that  whenever  the  railway 
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company  desires  to  lay  down  additional  tracks,  the  City 
Avill  remove  the  supports  to  permit  the  railway  company 
to  do  that  work. 

If  the  railway  company  now  gives  consent,  upon  the 
condition  that  the  supports  he  removed,  if  necessary,  the 
contractor  would  be  bound  to  do  it  and  so  would  the  City, 
and  if  either  of_them  failed,  the  railway  company  can  do  it 
and  recover  the  costs  of  doing  the  work  from  either  the 
contractor  or  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  yesterday  did  not  reach  Mr. 
Alcorn  until  the  afternoon,  as  he  was  engaged  all  day  in 
trying  a  case. 

The  Act  in  relation  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities,  which  you  forward,  does  not  purport  to  be 
a  copy  of  the  Act  as  signed  by  the  Governor,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  answering  your  inquiry  of  the  13th  inst.,  in 
reference  to  the  standing  of  the  Board  of  Health,  we  will 
assume  that  the  Act,  as  you  forward  it  to  us,  was  passed 
and  approved.  It  does  not  appear  to  affect  the  Board  of 
Health  except  in  relation  to  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article  10,  P.  L.  48,  reserved 
the  control  of  the  Municipal  Hospital  in  the  Board  of 
Health,  but  the  present  Act  in  Section  4,  as  amending  Sec- 
tion 1  of  Article  3  of  the  Act  of  June  1, 1885, places  the  ap- 
pointment of  all  vaccine  physicians  and  health  inspector.-, 
and  all  hospitals  belonging  to  the  municipality,  where  pro- 
vision is  mado  for  the  care  of  contagious  diseases  under 
immediate  supervision  and  control  of  the  Director  of  Pub- 
lic Health  and  Charities. 
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It  would  appear  then  that  in  respect  to  the  Municipal 
Hospital,  where  provision  is  made  for  the  care  of  con- 
tagious diseases,  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  is 
affected.  The  Act  places  the  power  of  appointment  of  all 
subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to  the  depart- 
ment, and  vaccine  physicians  and  health  inspectors,  in  the 
new  Department  of  Health  and  Charities.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  27th  ult.,  in  reference 
to  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  school  property  at 
Twenty-second  and  Locust  streets,  received. 

By  ordinance  approved  March  31,  1903,  the  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  authorized  the  confirmation  of 
the  sale  of  the  school  property  at  Twenty-second  and  Lo- 
cust streets,  and  directed  that  the  moneys  received  for  the 
said  property  should  be  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  through 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Bureau  of  City  Prop- 
erty). 

You  desire  me  to  advise  you  whether  this  money  should 
be  deposited  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  or  the  regu- 
lar City  Fund. 

This  school  property  was  purchased  by  the  City  in  pur- 
suance of  the  ordinance  of  April  IS,  1874,  and  was  not 
therefore  in  the  possession  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at 
the  time  of  consolidation,  or  when  the  ordinance  of  18.r>r> 
was  passed. 

The  Act  of  February  3,  1854,  Section  38,  provides  for 
the  consolidation  of  the  debts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ' 
and  the  various  districts  and  townships  comprising  the 
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County  of  Philadelphia,  and  this  consolidated  debt  was  to 
be  called  "the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  ordinance  of  January  29,  1855,  was  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of 
the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia."  The  debt  here 
referred  to  is  this  consolidated  debt,  all  of  which  has  long 
since  been  paid.  The  ordinance  of  1855  provided  "that 
the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  which 
the  said  corporations  are  authorized  or  may  be  authorized 
to  sell,  without  being  required  to  appropriate  the  proceeds 
specifically  by  the  power  allowing  such  sale  *  *  *  be 
and  they  are  hereby  pledged  for  the  payment  of  the 
funded  debt  of  the  said  corporation." 

By  Section  2  it  was  ordained  that  "the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  any  such  real  estate  shall  be  and  are  hereby  appro- 
priated to  a  Sinking  Fund;  or  to  the  payment  of  the 
funded  debt  of  the  said  corporation.    *    *  *" 

On  May  9,  1857,  an  ordinance  was  passed  supplement- 
ary to  the  ordinance  of  1855.  By  Section  2  of  the  latter 
ordinance  it  is  provided:  "That  all  the  real  estate  and 
personal  property  now  belonging  to  the  several  Sinking 
Funds  be,  and  they  are  hereby  vested  in  the  said  Commis- 
sioners.   *    *  *" 

As  the  school  property  at  Twenty-second  and  Locust 
streets  was  not  in  1855  the  property  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, it  did  not  therefore  form  any  portion  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  created  by  the  ordinance  of  1855,  and  both 
for  this  reason  and  because  the  debt  then  existing  and 
for  which  the  said  Sinking  Fund  was  formed  has  been 
extinguished,  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  I 
advise  you  should  be  paid  into  the  General  Fund  of  the 
City,  and  not  to  any  Sinking  Fund.

Dear  Sir: — Answering  your  inquiry  of  June  4th  as  to 
the  status  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  whether  such  Board 
is  still  in  existence,  I  would  say,  that  the  Act  of  April  12, 
1899  (P.  L.  45),  amending  Section  1,  Article  III  of  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1S85,  known  as  the  "Bullitt  Bill,"  provides 
ns  follows: 

"In  cities  of  the  first  class  the  Board  of  Health  shall  con- 
tinue with  the  powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  it  by  law, 
but  the  members  thereof  shall  be  three  in  number,  to  be 
nominated  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  Select  Council 
for  the  period  of  four  years,  beginning  upon  the  first  Mon- 
day of  May,  Anno  Domino  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-nine.  The  present  members  of  the  said  Board 
shall  serve  until  the  first  Monday  of  May,  Anno  Domino 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  upon  which 
date  their  terms  of  office  shall  severally  expire.  One  of 
the  members  of  the  said  Board  to  be  so  appointed  shall 
be  designated  by  the  Mayor  to  be  known  as  the  chief  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  who  shall  be  president  of  the  said 
Board,  and  who  shall  appoint,  supervise  and  control  all 
the  subordinate  officers  and  employes  attached  to  the  said 
Board,  and  who  shall  receive  such  salary  as  shall  be  fixed 
by  Councils.  The  said  Board  shall  be  attached  to,  and  be  a 
part  of,  the  Department  of  Public  Safety." 

This  Act  is  not  repealed  by  the  Act  creating  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  which  has  recently 
been  passed.  The  latter  Act  would  seem  to  transfer  tlu 
Board  of  Health  as  a  subordinate  Bureau  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Safety  to  the  new  Department  of  Public  Health 
and  Charities. 

In  Section  4  it  also  provides  that  the  Director  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  shall  appoint,  supervise  and  control 
all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees  attached  to  the 
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Department  and  shall  appoint  all  Vaccine  Physicians  and 
Health  Inspectors,  and  that  all  hospitals  belonging  to  the 
municipality  where  provision  is  made  for  the  care  of  con- 
tagious diseases  shall  be  under  the  immediate  supervision 
and  control  of  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and  Chari- 
ties, thus  transferring  such  power  of  supervision,  appoint- 
ment and  control  from  the  Chief  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities. 

Beyond  making  these  changes  it  would  seem  that  there 
i^  nothing  in  said  Act  to  affect  the  status  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  which  therefore  is  not  discontinued  by  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  and  which  accordingly  remains  in  exist- 
ence. 

In  connection  with  the  present  subject  I  beg  to 
refer  you  to  an  opinion  of  this  Department,  dated  May  29, 
1903,  sent  to  J.  Lewis  Good,  Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Health.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  recent  communication  in 
which  you  request  information  in  regard  to  the  Philadel- 
phia &  Reading  Railway  Company,  I  beg  to  say  in  rela- 
tion to  your  first  inquiry,  to  wit:  "As  to  the  rights  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  regulate  the  speed  of  trains  by 
ordinance,"  the  charter  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading- 
Railroad  Company,  Acts  of  Assembly,  1833,  P.  L.  144, 
Section  20  (page  154)  gives  to  that  company  the  power 
"to  regulate  the  speed  at  which  they  shall  travel  and  to 
adopt  and  enforce  such  rules  and  regulations  in  relation 
to  the  transit  thereof  as  they  may  deem  expedient." 
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In  spite  of  this  permissive  power,  however,  1  think  that 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  has  the  right  to  pass  any  reason- 
able regulation  of  the  speed  of  railway  trains  within  the 
municipal  limits,  and  that  such  reasonable  ordinance  for 
that  purpose  would  be  upheld  by  the  courts. 

Your  second  inquiry  "As  to  the  corporate  rights  of  the 
Philadelphia,  Germantown  &  Norristown  Railroad  and 
the  obligations  imposed  upon  it  by  its  charter  and  the 
various  Acts  of  Assembly  passed  since  that  time"  is  of  so 
general  a  character  and  covers  so  wide  a  scope  that  a 
satisfactory  answer  to  it  within  allowable  limits  would  be 
extremely  difficult,  if  not  impossible. 

Very  many  Acts  of  Assembly  have  Wn  passed  relat- 
ing specifically  to  the  Philadelphia,  (icrmantowu  &  Nor- 
ristown  Railroad.  Resides  these,  the  general  railroad  acts 
of  1849  and  1808,  containing  a  vast  number  of  provisions, 
apply  to  that  road  as  well  as  to  the  other  railroads  within 
the  state.  Many  other  statutes  more  or  less  directly  affect- 
ing railroads  would,  of  course,  have  their  influence  as  to 
the  affairs  of  the  particular  road  concerning  which  you 
inquire.  T  shall  be  very  glad  to  take  up  any  subject  con- 
cerning this  road,  in  regard  to  which  you  desire  informa- 
tion, and  to  answer  your  inquiries*  fully.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  10th  inst., 
in  which  you  ask  what  laws  would  endorse  the  Roard  of 
Health  in  prohibiting  any  owner,  etc.,  from  allowing 
smoke  to  escape  from  any  building  used  for  the  purpose  of 
trade  or  manufacture,  I  reply  that  1  am  of  opinion  that 
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no  law  would  authorize  such  action,  for  the  reason  that  the 
same  would  in  all  probability  be  regarded  by  the  courts 
as  an  unreasonble  restriction  upon  business,  and  would  not 
be  sustained. 

Regulations  upon  this  subject  are  generally  considered 
as  within  the  province  of  Councils  rather  than  within  that 
of  Boards  of  Health,  and  consequently,  unless  it  could  be 
clearly  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  in  which  the 
subject  might  be  litigated  that  the  matter  appertained  to 
the  health  of  the  community,  the  authority  of  Councils 
in  the  premises  would,  I  think,  be  held  to  be  exclusive.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  inquring 
as  to  whether  Saturdays  should  be  deducted  in  computing 
the  "working  days"  in  a  year,  I  answer  that  Saturday  is 
fixed  by  Act  of  Assembly  as  a  legal  half -holiday.  I  do  not 
find  that  the  exact  point  concerning  which  you  inquire  has 
been  decided  by  the  courts.  The  law  does  not  usually 
recognize  fractions  of  a  day,  and  in  the  utmost  strictness, 
it  would  perhaps  be  held  that  Saturday  is  a  working. day 
in  contractual  matters  in  which  the  point  might  arise.  As, 
however,  the  half  of  that  day  is  put  by  the  law  upon  the 
same  plane  as  other  legal  holidays,  it  would  probably  be 
equitable  to  regard  it  as  but  half  a  day,  at  least,  in  mat- 
ters where  the  computation  of  the  working  days  is  made 
a  basis  for  the  exaction  of  penalties. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  the  question  would  be  largely  de- 
termined by  the  usages  of  the  particular  trade  or  trades 
concerning  which  the  controversy  might  arise,  and  to  avoid 
any  uncertainty  in  the  matter  I  would  suggest  that  in 
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contracts  made  on  behalf  of  the  City  it  be  explicitly  stated 
whether  Saturday  is  included  among  the  working  days, 
and  if  so,  whether  as  a  full  or  a  half-day.

Deab  Sib: — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.,  in  reference 
to  the  electric  light  poles  on  Tacony  street  between  Robins 
and  Devereaux  streets,  received. 

The  electric  light  company  can  only  place  its  poles 
where  the  authorities  direct,  and  the  lines  should  be  given 
to  them.  If  the  poles  have  been  placed  without  the  per- 
mission of  your  Department,  you  can  compel  the  electric 
light  company  to  remove  them  and  erect  them  on  such 
places  as  you  designate.  Even  if  they  were  erected  under 
a  permit,  you  could  compel  their  removal  if  they  inter- 
fere with  the  progress  of  the  work  in  reference  to  the 
filtration  plant. 

I  advise  you  to  give  notice  to  the  company  that  if  they 
do  not  remove  their  poles  to  such  places  as  you  indicate,  or, 
at  least,  temporarily  from  where  they  are  now  erected,  in 
order  that  the  work  under  Contract  No.  2S  can  be  pro- 
ceeded with,  you  will  have  them  removed  and  re-located  at 
the  expense  of  the  company.  In  the  notice  I  would  specify 
some  reasonable  time  within  which  you  desire  the  poles 
to  be  removed.

North  to  Sixty-seventh  A  venue  North.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  24th  inst.,  relative  to  the 
grading  of  Fifth  street  from  Sixty-sixth  avenue  north  to 
Sixty-seventh  avenue  north,  received. 

In  reply  thereto  would  state  that  a  jury  of  view  has 
been  appointed  to  assess  the  damages  for  the  opening  of 
Fifth  street,  from  Olney  avenue  to  Sixty-seventh  avenue 
north.  Under  the  Act  of  Assembly  a  jury  is  appointed  to 
consider  not  only  the  value  of  the  ground  taken,  but  all 
such  consequential  damages  as  will  arise  out  of  the  actual 
physical  opening  and  grading  of  a  street  to  the  confirmed 
grade  regulation  established,  so  that  any  award  that  may 
be  made  to  the  property  OAvners  will  include  consequential 
damages  by  reason  of  the  grading  of  the  street. 

The  jury  in  this  case  has  not  yet  made  its  report,  but  is 
expected  to  do  so  this  week. 

There  seems  to  be  no  objection  to  the  grading  of  Fifth 
street,  from  Sixty-sixth  avenue  north  to  Sixtv-seventh  ave- 
nue  north  at  private  cost,  and  the  only  thing  to  be  guarded 
against  is  possible  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  contractor 
in  doing  the  work,  because  the  municipality  would  be 
liable  for  the  negligent  grading  of  the  street,  except  in 
the  case  of  an  independent  contractor,  and  it  would  be 
best,  therefore,  to  have  some  provision  in  the  contract  for 
the  grading,  or  a  bond  of  indemnity  to  the  effect  that  the 
contractor  or  person  doing  the  work  would  save  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  harmless  against  any  and  all  actions  or 
claims  that  might  arise  or  be  made  by  reason  of  the  negli- 
gent doing  of  the  grading.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.  in  reference 
to  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  property  at  the  foot  of 
Noble  street,  in  the  Eleventh  Ward,  received. 

This  property  was  acquired  long  prior  (to  wit,  1768)  to 
1855,  and  at  the  latter  date,  therefore,  made  a  part  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  established  under  the  ordinance  of  January 
29,  1855,  for  the  redemption  of  the  debt  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

This  Sinking  Fund  as  treated  by  that  ordinance,  was 
specifically  for  the  redemption  of  the  funded  debt  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  at  that  time  existing,  and  which  was 
a  consolidated  debt  made  up  of  the  several  debts  of  the 
various  districts  and  townships,  as  well  as  the  eorpo ration 
previously  known  as  the  "Mayor,  Aldermen  and  (Citizen? 
of  Philadelphia,'1  which  were  merged  into  what  is  the 
present  municipality. 

An  examination  of  the  said  ordinance  of  1855  and  the 
supplement  of  1s57  <ho\vs  that  they  both  have  reference 
to  a  Sinking  Fund  created  for  the  redemption  of  such  con- 
solidated debt.  This  debt  has  long  since  been  paid,  and 
the  Sinking  Fund  created  for  that  purpose  need  therefore 
be  no  longer  maintained.  As  to  each  of  the  loans  now 
existing  under  the  Constitution  and  Acts  of  Assembly,  a 
specific  Sinking  Fund  lias  been  created  for  their  redemp- 
tion. 

I  advise  you,  therefore,  that  the  proceeds  of  the  prop- 
erty at  the  foot  of  Noble  street  should  be  turned  into  the 
< General  Fund  of  the  city,  and  not  to  any  Sinking  Fund.

Dear  Sir: — -To  your  inquiry  6f  the  11th  inst.  I  reply 
as  follows:  It  appears  therefrom  that  on  June  27,  1902, 
Councils  passed  an  ordinance  appropriating  to  the  Board 
of  Public  Education  the  sum  of  $1,200,000  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  sites  and  the  erection  of  new  public  school 
houses,  the  said  appropriation  being  out  of  the  loan 
authorized  by  ordinance  of  June  11,  1902,  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned. 

On  July  19,  1902,  a  further  ordinance  was  passed  dis- 
tributing the  amount  so  appropriated  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation by  the  ordinance  of  June  11,  above  mentioned,  and 
providing  that  $170,000  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase 
of  new  sites  and  buildings  in  the  Second  and  Fourth  Sec- 
tions. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  purchased  property  at 
Bainbridge  street  above  Ninth,  in  the  Fourth  SectioD,  for 
the  sum  of  $66,000,  and  since  the  sum  of  $170,000  appro- 
priated jointly  to  the  Second  and  Fourth  Sections  was 
equally  divided  by  the  Board  between  those  two  Sections, 
there  remains  unexpended  $19,000  of  the  sum  dedicated  to 
there  remains  unexpended  $19,000  of  the  sum  dedicated 
to  the  Fourth  Section. 

You  desire  to  know  whether  said  sum  of  $19,000  may 
be  applied  to  the  necessary  alterations  to  the  property  at 
Bainbridge  street,  in  order  to  make  it  useful  for  school 
purposes. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  words  "for  the  purchase  of 
new  sites  and  erection  of  new  public  school  houses"  as  used 
in  the  Loan  Ordinance  of  June  11,  1902,  and  in  the  two 
other  ordinances  above  referred  to,  are  broad  enough  to 
cover  such  alterations  in  a  building  purchased  for  school 
purposes  as  may  be  required  to  make  them  properly  ap- 
plicable to  the  uses  for  which  they  were  thus  obtained, 
and  I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  if  the  alterations  in 
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question  are  necessary  to  make  such  premises  available  for 
school  purposes,  there  would  be  no  impropriety  in  using 
the  fund  in  the  manner  concerning  which  you  inquire.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  your  De- 
partment has  the  power  of  detention  of  insane  patients, 
patients  committed  for  drunkenness,  patients  having  ven- 
ereal diseases  and  those  addicted  to  drug  habits,  I  would 
aay  generally,  that  you  have  the  power  to  detain  insane 
patients  and  those  committed  for  drunkenness  or  addic- 
tion to  intoxicating  drugs,  but  I  find  no  authority  vested  in 
your  Department  to  detain  patients  suffering  with  venereal 
diseases  against  their  will,  unless  such  diseases  may  be 
officially  classified  as  contagious,  which  classification  would 
seem  to  be  an  undue  extension  of  the  meaning  of  "con- 
tagious" as  used  in  the  Acts  of  Assembly  bearing  upon  the 
subject. 

The  power  to  commit  and  detain  persons  "habitually  ad- 
dicted to  the  use  of  alcoholic  drink,  absinthe,  opium,  mor- 
phine, chloral  or  other  intoxicating  liquor  or  drug"  is  con- 
ferred by  Act  of  April  15,  1903  (P.  L.  211)  which  pro- 
vides the  necessary  procedure  for  such  commitment  "until 
upon  further  hearing  the  said  court,  magistrate  or  justice 
ah  all  be  satisfied  that  such  restraint,  care  or  treatment  are 
no  longer  beneficial  to  the  person  committed  as  aforesaid ; 
Provided,  that  such  restraint  shall  not  be  continued  in  any 
case  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year." 

Legal  provision  for  the  detention  of  insane  patients  is 
made  in  a  number  of  Acts  of  Assembly.    I  would  espe- 
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cially  refer  you  to  the  Act  of  May  8,  1883  (P.  L.  21),  in 
which  a  system  of  procedure  is  established  and  many  of 
the  earlier  acts  are  codified.  The  subject  of  the  detention 
and  discharge  of  such  insane  patients  is  treated  in  Sections 
24,  29,  30  and  31  of  the  Act  of  1883,  which  sections  in 
eftect  provide  that  such  patients  may  be  detained  until  dis- 
charged by  order  of  the  court  which  has  committed  them, 
or  where  they  have  not  been  committed  by  such  order, 
until  the  medical  attendant  at  the  hospital  or  asylum  shall 
be  of  opinion  that  they  are  restored  to  reason  and  are 
competent  to  act  for  themselves,  in  which  event  it  is  di- 
rected that  they  may  be  discharged. 

It  would  be  well,  I  think,  for  the  medical  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  to  familiarize  him- 
self with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  April  16,  1903,  and 
May  8,  1883,  above  referred  to,  in  order  that  he  may  un- 
derstand the  limits  and  extent  of  the  power  of  your  De 
partment  in  the  premises.

Hear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  ask- 
ing to  be  advised  as  to  the  limits  and  scope  of  the  Act  of 
April  4,  1903,  creating  the  Department  of  Supplies. 

This  inquiry,  as  I  understand,  among  other  things  has 
especial  reference  to  certain  letters  received  by  you  from 
the  heads  of  various  boards,  bureaus  and  officers  in  control 
of  certain  Departments  of  the  city  or  county  government, 
copies  of  which  you  have  .submitted. 

The  said  Adt  of  April  4,  1903,  is  entitled  "A  supplement 
to  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  gov- 
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ernment  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,' 
approved  June  1,  1885,  regulating;  the  purchase  and  sup- 
ply of  all  articles  of  personal  property  required  in  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  and 
creating  a  Department  of  Supplies  in  said  cities,"  and  in 
Section  1  thereof  provides  for  the  creation  of  a  Depart- 
ment of  Supplies  in  cities  of  the  first  class;  in  Section  2, 
for  the  appointment  of  the  Director  thereof,  and  in  Sec- 
tion 3,  "that  the  Department  of  Supplies  shall  have  the 
direction,  control  and  administration  of  the  purchase  and 
supply  of  all  articles  of  personal  property  required  in  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  city.  All  other  depart- 
ments shall  obtain  such  articles  by  requisition  upon  the 
Department  of  Supplies,  and  not  by  purchase  direct,  and 
the  manner  and  form  of  such  requisition  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  ordinance,  or,  in  default  thereof,  by  standing 
rule  of  the  Department  of  Supplies.  "All  appropriations 
of  money  for  the  purchase  and  supply  of  such  articles  shall 
be  made  to,  and  be  expended  by,  the  Department  of  Sup- 
plies, and  all  contracts  for  the  purchase  of  such  articles 
shall  be  made  and  entered  into  by  and  with  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Supplies,  in  the  manner  now  re- 
quired by  law;  provided,  That  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to 
the  purchase  of  books,  prints,  manuscripts,  curios  and  spe- 
cialties for  libraries  and  museums." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  dominant  provision  in  the  fore- 
going section  is  "All  articles  of  personal  property  required 
in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  city,"  the  purchase 
and  supply  of  which  is  confided  to  your  Department.  "All 
other  departments  shall  obtain  such  articles  by  requisition 
upon  the  Department  of  Supplies,  and  not  bv  purchase 
direct." 

The  question  arises,  therefore,  as  to  what  is  meant  by 
"the  business  pf  the  city"  and  which  are  the  departments 
meant  to  be  included  under  the  Act  as  "all  other  depart- 
ments." 

If  this  Act  of  April  4,  1903,  were  an  independent  stat- 
ute, the  reasonable,  interpretation  of  such  expressions 
would  be  that  all  articles  of  personal  property  whether 
used  in  the  City  or  County  offices  which  are  required  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  city  treasury,  should  be  purchased 
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by  the  Department  of  Supplies;  and  further,  that  the 
phrase  "the  business  of  the  city"  should  then  be  given  a 
broad  construction  which  would  make  it  cover  all  those 
things  which  are  likewise  to  be  paid  for  by  the  city;  and 
that  "all  other  departments"  would  mean  all  the  depart- 
ments of  government  which  are  thus  dependent  upon  the 
city  treasury  and  the  city  revenues  for  the  supplies  which 
they  require  in  their  current  business. 

The  said  Act,  however,  is  not  such  a  separate  and  inde- 
pendent statute,  but  is  specifically  made  a  supplement  to 
the  Act  of  1885  known  as  "The  Bullitt  Bill,"  and  is  ac- 
cordingly to  be  read  in  connection  therewith.  This  latter 
is  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  government 
of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Commonwealth,"  and  it 
provides  for  the  vesting  of  the  executive  power  of  the 
City  in  the  Mayor  and  in  certain  executive  departments 
named  therein.  It  also  provides  for  certain  legislative 
functions  of  the  Councils,  regulates  the  drawing  and  exe- 
cution of  contracts  relating  to  city  affairs,  and  makes  other 
general  provisions  for  the  conduct  of  the  municipal  busi- 
ness. 

The  officers  of  certain  departments  whom  the  courts 
have  held  to  be  county  officers,  are  therein  classified  among 
the  executive  departments  of  the  city;  but,  in  the  main, 
the  provisions  of  that  Act  are  applicable  to  the  affairs  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  only  city  to  which  it  relates, 
solely  as  a  city  government,  and  without  respect  to  the 
functions  to  be  performed  by  the  various  county  officers, 
the  expenses  of  which  are  borne  by  the  city  and  raised  by 
taxation  therein. 

This  view  seems  to  be  conclusive.  The  words  "the  busi- 
ness of  the  city"  as  well  as  the  words  "all  other  depart- 
ments" as  found  in  Sections  3  of  the  Act  of  1903,  must  be 
read  with  reference  to  the  other  provisions  of  the  Act  to 
which  it  is  made  a  supplement,  and  as  applying  to  those 
departments  and  branches  of  the  city  government  which 
are  recognized  therein. 

I  therefore  beg  to  advise  you  that  in  my  opinion  your 
Department  is  limited  in  its  power  to  the  purchase  and 
furnishing  of  supplies  to  the  City  Councils  and  the  several 
executive  departments  mentioned  in  the  Act  of  1885,  and 
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the  various  amendments  and  Rupplements  thereto,  and 
that  the  province  of  the  Department  of  Supplies  does  not 
extend  to  the  purchase  and  furnishing  of  such  articles  to 
the  various  departments  of  the  county  government,  or 
other  branches,  offices,  or  bureaus  of  government  or  con- 
trol, which  are  not  enumerated  in  the  said  Act  as  being 
included  within  the  number  of  city  departments,  even 
though  the  expenses  thereof  be  defrayed  by  the  city 
treasury. 

Concerning  the  various  boards  or  departments  which 
have  addressed  you  upon  the  subject,  therefore,  I  would 
say  that  Councils  and  the  Board  of  Public  Education 
should  obtain  their  supplies  through  your  Department, 
under  the  law;  and  that  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens,  the 
Sheriff,  the  Prothonotaries,  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes,  the  County  Commissioners,  and  the  Fairmount 
Park  Commissioners  should  not  resort  to  the  Department 
of  Supplies  for  that  purpose,  but  should  purchase  their 
supplies  out  of  funds  to  be  appropriated  to  them  severally 
by  Councils  as  heretofore. 

What  articles  constitute  "supplies"  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  Act,  it  may  not  in  all  cases  be  easy  to  deter- 
mine, and  it  will,  perhaps,  be  best  to  pass  upon  that  ques- 
tion as  it  arises  in  each  instance,  as  without  doubt  there 
may  be  some  items  appropriated  to  the  Department  for 
incidental  expenditure  that  could  not  reasonably  be  con- 
sidered as  such  supplies.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  July  16th,  I 
reply  that  it  appears  from  what  you  state  that  City  Coun- 
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cils  having  appropriated  $6,500.00  for  re-modeling  the 
James  Forten  Manual  Training  School,  and  advertisements 
for  bids  for  said  work  having  resulted  in  each  case  in  the 
lowest  bid  being  in  excess  of  the  amount  appropriated,  you 
inquire  whether  the  contract  may  be  awarded  upon  revised 
bids,  which  were  invited  by  the  Architect  of  the  Board 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Property  from  all 
the  bidders  under  the  advertisements,  for  proposals  to  do 
as  much  work  as  they  would  for  the  amount  of  the  appro- 
priation. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  advertisements  have  repeatedly 
been  published  inviting  bids  for  the  whole  of  the  work, 
it  seems  to  me  that  the  purpose  of  the  law  requiring  con- 
tracts to  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  has  been 
sufficiently  fulfilled  by  the  course  which  has  been  pursued, 
and  I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Committee  has 
the  right  to  award  the  contract  in  the  manner  concerning 
which  you  inquire  upon  the  revised  bids.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  July  30,  1903, 
relative  to  the  classification  of  contagious  diseases  and 
inquring  whether  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  18,  1885, 
exhausts  the  power  of  your  Bureau  in  the  premises,  I  reply 
by  referring  you  to  a  former  letter  from  this  Department, 
dated  February  21,  1901  (Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor, 
page  15)  to  J.  Lewis  Good,  Esq.,  then  President  of  the 
Bureau  of  Health,  upon  the  question  whether  tuberculosis 
might  be  officially  classified  as  contagious.  That  letter 
was  in  the  following  terms: 
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"In  reply  to  your  oral  inquiry  made  to  Mr.  Lowengrund, 
whether  the  Bureau  of  Health  is  authorized  to  classify 
tuberculosis  as  a  contagious  disease  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Act  of  June  18,  1SD5  (P.  J..  203),  I  would  say  that  tin- 
Act  referred  to  mentions  certain  diseases,  and  tuberculosis 
is  not  among  them,  and  it  would  not,  therefore,  be  in 
your  power  to  make  any  regulations  as  to  tuberculosis  un- 
der authority  of  that  Act.  Under  the  Act  of  January  29, 
1818  (Sections  12  and  25),  you  have  the  authority  to  do 
whatever  is  necessary  and  most  conducive  to  the  public 
good  with  the  least  private  injury,  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  any  contagious  disease  dangerous  to  the  community. 
If  tuberculosis  be  a  contagious  disease,  dangerous  to  the 
community,  you  have  the  right  to  adopt  such  regulations 
in  reference  to  it  as  will,  in  the  judgment  of  your  Bureau, 
protect  the  public  health,  in  accordance  with  the  Act  of 
1818."

My  Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  relation  be- 
tween the  Health  Officer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  and  in 
regard  to  the  duties  of  that  officer,  I  reply  that  the  Act 
of  January  29,  ISIS,  P.  L.  40,  which  established  the  Board 
of  Health  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  provided  in  Sec 
tion  \  that  the  Governor  should,  among  other  officials, 
appoint  a  Health  Officer,  who  "shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  the  Board  of  Health."  It  is  further 
provided  in  Section  14  of  said  Act  that  "the  said 
Health  Officer  shall  attend  the  health  office  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
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shall  be  required  for  discharging  the  duties  of  his  appoint- 
ment, and  generally  enforce  and  execute  the  regulations 
and  instructions  of  the  Board  of  Health." 

By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  it  was  provided  that  the 
Board  of  Health  should  continue  with  the  powers  f»nd 
duties  vested  in  it  by  law,  and  it  was  made  a  bureau  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety. 

A  supplement  to  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  dated  April 
12, 189U,  P.  L.  45,  continued  said  Board  as  provided  by  the 
terms  of  the  said  Act,  but  made  certain  changes  in  the 
method  of  appointment  of  members  of  that  Board,  and" 
reduced  the  membership  to  three  instead  of  five  as  there- 
tofore; continxung  it  however,  as  a  portion  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety.  But,  by  Act  of  April  8,  1903, 
P.  L.  155,  which  repealed  all  inconsistent  acts  or  parts  of 
acts,  the  Bureau  of  Health  was  taken  out  of  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  a  new  de- 
partment known  as  the  "Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities"  was  thereby  organized.  That  Act  provided 
that  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  as  the 
chief  executive  officer  thereof,  should  appoint,  supervise 
and  control  all  the  subordinate  officers  and  employees  at- 
tached to  the  department,  including  vaccine  physicians  and 
health  inspectors,  and  should  control  all  hospitals  belong- 
ing to  the  municipality  where  provision  is  made  for  the 
care  of  contagious  diseases. 

Prom  the  foregoing  it  clearly  appears  that  the  Health 
Officer,  though  remaining  an  appointee  of  the  Governor, 
is  a  subordinate  officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Health,  and  is 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  head  of  that  Bureau  and 
ultimately  of  the  Chief  of  the  Department  to  which  that 
Bureau  is  attached,  to  wit,  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities.  The  Chief  of  that  De- 
partment has  the  authority  to  direct  the  Health  Officer  in 
the  performance  of  his  duties,  to  which  directions  the  lat- 
ter should  conform,  except  where  the  same  may  conflict 
with  the  requirements  of  any  statute  prescribing  his  spe- 
cific duties,  or  lodging  in  the  Health  Officer  exclusive 
official  discretion. 

By  Section  25  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  1818,  all  physi- 
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eians  are  required  to  report  to  the  Health  Officer  every 
ease  of  a  pestilential  or  contagious  disease  which  they  may 
treat.  By  Section  14  of  that  Act  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  Health  Officer  to  open  and  keep  a  public  office  at  such 
place  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Board  of  Health  whereat 
masters  or  captains  of  ships  or  vessels  shall  deliver  the 
certificates  or  bills  of  health  granted  to  them  by  the  Lazar- 
etto Physician  and  Quarantine  Master  or  Port  Physician, 
ne  is  further  required  to  file  and  preserve  in  good  order 
all  such  certificates  or  bills  of  health,  and  to  keep  a  reg- 
ister of  the  ships  or  vessels  and  names  of  captains,  etc.  He 
is  furthermore  authorized  and  required  by  the  same  sec- 
tion to  collect  all  forfeitures  and  penalties  imposed  by  said 
Act,  and  to  give  bond  with  sureties  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Board  of  Health  conditioned  for  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  the  duties  of  his  office.  By  Section  15  it  was  made 
his  duty  to  deposit  in  the  post-office  the  letters  from  the 
Lazaretto  or  those  received  from  vessels  detained  there. 

By  Act  of  April  16, 1838,  Section  26,  the  Board  of  Port 
Wardens  was  authorized  to  fix  the  fees  of  the  Health 
Officer. 

By  Act  of  March  8,  1860,  P.  L.  130,  it  was  provided 
that  the  Health  Officer  should  be  furnished  with  books  in 
which  he  should  register  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
Act  all  reports  made  to  him  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths 
occurring  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  that  he 
should  causo  an  abstract  of  the  same  to  be  made  annually, 
which  should  be  transmitted  through  the  Board  of  Health 
to  Councils.  By  Section  2  of  that  Act  it  was  made  the 
duty  of  clergymen  of  all  denominations,  etc.,  as  well  as  of 
physicians,  practitioners  of  midwifery,  and  undertakers, 
superintendents  or  sextons  of  cemeteries  to  register  their 
names  and  addresses  with  the  Health  Officer,  and  the 
Health  Officer  was  required  to  have  the  same  properly  en- 
tered in  indexed  form  in  suitable  books.  All  births,  mar- 
riages and  deaths  were  required  by  that  Act  to  be  reported 
to  the  Health  Officer,  and  elaborate  provision  was  made 
throughout  the  thirteen  sections  of  the  Act  to  carry  its 
intent  and  purposes  into  effect. 

Supplementary  to  the  foregoing  Act  and  bearing  upon 
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the  subject  of  the  reporting  of  marriages  to  the  Health 
Officer,  are  the  Act?  of  March  22.  1865,  P.  L.  560,  and 
April  11,  1866,  P.  L.  631. 

By  Act  of  April  6,  1876,  Section  1,  P.  L.  979,  the  fees 
for  certain  services  of  the  Health  Officer  were  fixed,  and 
by  the  same  Act  he  was  authorized  to  employ  a  clerk. 

A  supplement  to  the  Act  of  1818  was  approved  June  5, 
1893,  P.  L.  293,  the  final  section  of  which  provided  that 
nothing  therein  contained  should  abridge,  alter  or  repeal 
any  of  the  powers  vested  in  the  Board  of  Health  relating 
to  the  health  laws  of  said  city,  but  that  the  power  of  said 
Board  over  maritime  quarantine  should  cease.  That  Act 
provided  that  whenever  it  should  be  shown  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Governor  of  Pennsvlvania  that  the  Govern- 
ment  of  the  United  States  had  established  and  was  main- 
taining at  the  Delaware  Bay  entrance  to  the  Port  of  Phil- 
adelphia an  effective  and  sufficient  quarantine,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  Governor  to  suspend  by  public  proclamation 
the  operation  of  the  said  quarantine  in  part  or  in  whole  in 
his  discretion.  By  Section  3  of  that  Act  the  Health 
Officer  is  made  a  member  of  the  said  Quarantine  Board, 
which  is  thereby  established.  By  Section  5  of  that  Act 
the  Health  Officer  was  required  to  perform  all  services 
which  it  was  his  duty  to  perform  under  existing  laws, 
except  as  they  might  be  altered  by  said  Act.  By  its  pro- 
visions his  salarv  was  fixed,  and  authority  was  vested  in 
him  to  appoint  clerks,  etc.,  and  various  regulations  relative 
to  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  in  regard  to  quarantine 
and  the  preservation  of  the  public  health  were  made  by 
the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  thereof. 

The  foregoing  comprises  a  general  synopsis  of  the  stat- 
utes which  appear  upon  the  books  governing  the  duties  of 
the  Health  Officer,  and  his  relations  to  your  Department, 
though  it  is  not  attempted  to  treat  the  subject  within  these 
narrow  limits  exhaustively  or  in  detail. 

For  more  specific  information  upon  the  matter  I  would 
refer  you  to  Brightly's  City  Digest,  wherein  the  laws  re- 
lating to  the  public  health  passed  prior  to  the  publication 
of  that  work  in  1887  are  topically  arranged  between  pages 
99  and  140.     Those  of  later  date  may  be  found  in 
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Brightly's  Purdon  Digest ;  Pepper  &  Lewis  Digest  of  Stat- 
utes, and  the  supplement  to  the  last  named  work  carrying 
the  digest  of  the  statutes  to  the  year  1901  inclusive. 

If  definite  information  is  desired  upon  any  point  relat- 
ing to  the  matters  herein  referred  to,  I  shall  very  gladly 
furnish  the  same  upon  heing  advised  of  the  facts  concern- 
ing which  said  information  is  wanted.

Dear  Sir:— To  your  communication  of  recent  date  rela- 
tive to  the  lease  by  the  City  to  John  A.  Barry  of  a  pieee 
of  ground  in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  I  reply  that  by 
ordinance  of  July  (5,  188;j  (page  213),  it  was  provided  that 
all  of  the  Almshouse  property  bounded  by  South,  Spruce 
and  Thirty-fourth  streets  and  Vintage  avenue,  etc.,  be  set 
apart  for  the  purpose  of  being  improved  for  the  health  and 
public  welfare  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

By  the  ordinance  of  June  27,  1895  (page  161),  it  was 
provided  further  that  so  much  of  the  Almshouse  grounds 
set  apart  for  public  park  purposes  under  the  said  ordinance 
of  1883  as  was  described  in  the  first  section  of  the  ordin- 
ance of  1895,  should  be  forthwith  opened  to  use  as  a  pub- 
lic park  forever;  and  that  inasmuch  as  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia had  come  into  possession  of  certain  collections 
which  had  been  consisted  to  the  custody  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums,  it  was  further  pro- 
vided that  the  portion  of  the  Almshouse  property  de- 
scribed in  said  Section  I  of  the  said  ordinance  of  1895, 
should  be  entrusted  to  said  Board  of  Trustees  as  a  site  for 
Museum  buildings  to  accommodate  said  collections,  pro- 
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vided  said  grounds  should  be  open  and  free  of  access  to  the 
public  under  suitable  regulations,  and  also  that  the  said 
property  should  be  subject  to  the  use  and  occupation  of 
the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  for  the  pur- 
pose of  its  then  present  use  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Philadelphia  Museums  should  be  ready  to  proceed  with 
the  erection  of  the  Museum  buildings. 

By  the  ordinance  of  October  10,  1896  (page  221),  there 
was  transferred  to  the  said  Board  further  portions  of  the 
property  described  in  the  ordinance  of  1883,  upon  the 
same  U3es  and  conditions  as  those  prescribed  in  the  ordin- 
ance of  June  27,  1895. 

By  ordinance  of  November  22,  1897  (page  262),  it  was 
directed  that  the  property  described  in  the  ordinances  of 
1883,  1895  and  1896  should  be  forthwith  opened  for  use 
as  a  public  park  forever,  and  should  be  assigned  in  trust  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums  for 
the  purpose  of  developing  and  maintaining  a  botanic  and 
economic  garden  and  a  public  park  to  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic forever,  under  suitable  regulations;  and  provided  also, 
that  no  buildings  should  be  erected  on  said  grounds  save 
such  as  are  necessary  and  suitable  for  the  development  and 
maintenance  of  the  aforesaid  park  and  garden. 

By  ordinance  of  December  27,  1902  (page  232),  Coun- 
cils authorized  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  to  enter  into  a  lease  with  John  A.  Barry  for  the 
piece  of  ground  described  in  the  preamble  thereof  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  at  a  yearly  rental  of  $200,  and  with  the 
further  provision  that  the  lessee  would  agree  to  fill,  level, 
and  properly  grade  the  said  piece  of  ground,  which  you 
refer  to  in  your  communication  as  a  portion  of  the  land 
specified  and  described  in  the  series  of  ordinances  already 
mentioned.  A  lease  upon  the  terms  in  the  ordinance  of 
1902  was  accordingly  executed  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety  under  date  of  January  6, 
1903. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances,  the  inquiry  is,  whether 
Councils  had  the  right  to  lease  the  property  after  it  had 
thus  been  set  apart  to  the  Philadelphia  Museums. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
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the  Philadelphia  Museums  had  accepted  the  said  property 
aud  entered  into  possession  of  it,  or  expended  moneys  on 
the  faith  of  the  ordinances  of  1895,  1896  and  1897,  these 
facts  would  involve  equitable  considerations  which  might 
•eem  in  justice  to  forbid  the  subsequent  action  of  Coun- 
cils in  making  a  lease  of  the  same  premises,  though  the 
Board  of  Trustees  would  probably  be  without  standing  to 
raise  the  question  legally.  If,  however,  said  Board  has  not 
■o  accepted,  entered  into  possession,  or  expended  moneys 
on  the  faith  of  the  ordinances  referred  to,  the  privileges 
thereby  conferred  would  be  regarded  legally  and  equitable 
as  revocable  by  the  City,  and  the  lease  to  Barry  would 
constitute  a  revocation  thereof  pro  tanto.  But  in  no  event, 
in  my  judgment,  could  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  such 
repudiate  its  own  lease  upon  the  allegation  that  it  had  no 
title  to  the  leased  property  when  the  lease  was  made.  If 
such  a  position  is  tenable  at  all,  it  could  only  be  taken  ad- 
vantage of  by  the  prior  grantee,  to  wit,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museums,  and  not  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  which  is  itself  the  lessor.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  in  regard  to  at- 
taching your  certificate  to  a  contract  with  Messrs.  Doug- 
lass &  Co.,  I  reply  as  follows:  From  the  contents  of  your 
letter  it  appears  that  a  contract  was  executed  on  April  6, 
1903,  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  John  D.  Har- 
rison for  improvements  to  Rooms  453-57  of  the  City  Hall 
and  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  Mayor,  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the  Chief  of  the 
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Bureau  of  City  Property,  and  to  which  was  attached  the 
certificate  of  your  Department  as  required  by  law;  thai 
subsequently  a  schedule  of  bids  was  received  from  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  containing 
other  proposals  for  the  furnishing  and  fitting  up  of  Rooms 
456-57  (and  toilet  room  adjacent)  which  was  part  of  the 
work  covered  by  said  contract  of  April  6,  1903,  with  a 
notification  that  a  contract  for  the  same  had  been  awarded 
to  Messrs.  Joseph  M.  Douglass  &  Co.,  as  the  lowest  bid- 
dor,  the  earlier  contract  with  Garrison  having  been  for 
the  sum  of  $43,650  and  the  new  contract  with  Douglass  & 
Co.  being  for  $25,300. 

Your  inquiry,  therefore,  is  "whether  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  certificate  of  the  City  Controller  was  attached 
to  the  contract  awarded  to  John  D.  Garrison  "  you  "would 
be  justified  in  again  attaching  a  certificate  to  the  contract 
for  the  same  work  now  awarded  to  John  M.  Douglass 
&  Co." 

I  would  advise  you  that  when  duly  notified  that  the  con- 
tract with  Garrison  has  been  annulled  and  cancelled,  it 
would  be  proper  for  you  to  attach  the  necessary  certificate 
to  the  Douglass  contract,  unless  some  other  reason  for  not 
so  doing  should  exist.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  request  to  be  advised  how  soon 
after  the  completion  of  a  contract  a  contractor  is  per- 
mitted to  avail  himself  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
of  December  29,  1885,  permitting  the  substitution  of  a 
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bond  for  the  ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  the  contract 
in  place  of  the  Ixmd  originally  filed,  I  reply  that  the  sub- 
ject is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  March  31,  1883,  and 
the  supplement  thereto  of  December  L'9,  1>S5,  under  the 
provisions  whereof  the  contractor  has  the  right  to  sub- 
stitute ten  per  cent,  in  cash,  or  a  Ixmd  for  that  amount 
''after  the  work  shall  be  completed  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  head  of  the  Department  having  supervision  thereof," 
and  when  it  shall  be  certified  in  writing  bv  the  head  of 
said  Department  "that  the  terms  of  the  said  contract  so 
far  as  relates  to  the  completion  of  the  work,  have  been 
fully  complied  with." 

I  think  it  clear  from  the  foregoing  provisions  that  as 
soon  as  the  contractor  has  completed  the  contract  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  head  of  the  proper  Department,  and 
the  work  has  been  duly  accepted,  he  is  entitled  to  deposit 
the  cash  or  tile  the  ten  percent,  bond  for  repairs  provided 
for  by  said  ordinances.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  September  4th,  in- 
quiring, first,  as  to  whether  the  ordinance  of  January  27, 
1895,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  immediate 
opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  grounds  set  apart 
for  park  purposes  by  ordinance  of  July  6,  1883,  for  public 
use  as  a  park  and  for  a  museum  and  conveying  the  same 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum  in 
trust  for  purposes  therein  set  forth;"  secondly,  as  to 
whether  ordinance  approved  October  10,  1896,  "To 
authorize  the  immediate  opening  of  a  portion  of  the  Alms- 
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house  grounds  set  apart  for  park  purposes  by  the  ordin- 
ance approved  July  6,  1883,  for  public  use  as  a  museum, 
a  botanical  garden,  and  a  park,"  cannot  be  rescinded  and 
the  land  allotted  under  those  ordinances  cannot  be  trans- 
ferred back  to  the  Department  of  Pubtic  Health  and 
Charities;  and  thirdly,  if  this  cannot  be  done,  then  whether 
\he  land  not  in  actual  use  by  the  Philadelphia  Museum 
could  not  be  used  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  has  been  duly  received  and  to  which  I  reply, 
that  in  my  opinion  said  ordinances  may  be  repealed  by  the 
proper  action  of  Councils;  or,  if  those  bodies  may  deem  it 
best,  they  may  provide  that  the  land  not  in  actual  use  by 
the  Philadelphia  Museum  may  be  used  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and  Charities.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  liability  for  a 
second  or  third  permanent  repaying  over  the  trenches 
made  by  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  in  laying  its 
conduits,  which  second  and  third  repavings,  you  state,  are 
found  to  be  necessary,  and  for  which,  you  further  state, 
responsibility  is  denied  both  by  the  telephone  company 
and  the  passenger  railway  companies  occupying  the  streets 
upon  which  such  trenches  are  dug,  I  reply  that  in  so  far 
as  concerns  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  the  subiect 
i*  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Decern- 
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ber  26,  1902  (page  323),  which  contains  the  following 
language : 

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  company  to  repave  over 
all  openings  by  it  made  in  the  work  of  constructing  con- 
duits. Such  repaying  in  the  case  of  each  opening  is  re- 
quired to  be  done  only  to  the  extent  of  the  full  width  of 
each  opening  along  the  entire  length  thereof.  Such  repay- 
ing shall  be  like  that  on  the  street  and  in  accordance  with 
the  specifications  in  use  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  street  repairs  in  the  locality  and  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  street  opened  by  said  company,  and  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint 
an  inspector  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  of  the  Department,  and  the  obJiga 
tions  of  the  said  company  shall  cease  on  the  filing  an  ac- 
ceptance of  the  inspector's  report  or  on  failure  of  the 
Department  to  notify  the  company  within  twenty  days  of 
any  objections  to  said  work.  *  *  *  All  work  to  be 
done  under  this  ordinance,  both  in  the  construction  of  the 
plant  and  in  the  maintenance  and  carrying  on  of  the  busi- 
ness under  the  same,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  now  in  force  or  which  may  be  here- 
after passed,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
tins  ordinance,  relating  to  the  construction,  maintenance, 
extension,  taxation  and  license  charges  of  telephone  com- 
panies." 

By  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  Section  11  (p.  245).  it 
is  provided  that  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  granting 
to  any  person,  corporation,  etc.,  the  privilege  of  laying 
underground  wires,  such  person  or  corporation  shall  give 
a  bond  'conditioned  that  they  will  properly  relay  and  pav* 
all  openings  made  by  them  and  thereafter  keep  in  repair 
for  a  period  of  three  years  the  paving  over  said  opening. 

It  is  seen  from  the  above  that  the  obligations  of  the 
Keystone  Telephone  Company  cease  upon  the  acceptance 
of  its  work  by  your  Department,  but  that  the  said  com- 
pany receives  the  privilege  of  laying  its  wires,  subject  to 
existing  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  ordinance  of 
1902.  One  of  such  existing  ordinances,  to  wit,  the  ordin- 
ance of  1886,  requires  companies  laying  underground 
wires  to  keep  the  relnid  paving  in  repair  for  three  years. 
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If  the  second  or  third  paving,  concerning  which  you  in- 
quire, can  rightly  be  regarded  as  a  repair  to  the  first  pav- 
ing it  is  not  improbable  that  those  provisions  of  the  ordin- 
ance of  1903  which  relate  to  the  discharge  of  the  Tele- 
phone Company  from  further  liability  upon  acceptance  of 
itss  work  bv  the  city,  would  be  held  to  be  consistent  with 
the  above  cited  requirement  of  the  ordinances  of  1S86  to 
keep  such  repaving  in  repair.  At  all  events  the  right  ot 
the  city  to  compel  the  said  repaving,  if  it  be  a  repair  nece  * 
sary  to  be  made  within  three  years,  might  reasonably  be 
upheld  by  the  courts,  and  therefore  should,  I  think,  be 
insisted  upon  by  your  Department. 

As  to  the  duty  of  the  passenger  railway  companies  to 
keep  in  repair  the  street  which  they  occupy,  in  addition 
to  the  statutory  provisions  upon  that  subject,  which  pro- 
visions vary  in  the  cases  of  the  several  railway  companies 
in  Philadelphia,  and  in  addition  to  the  general  ordinances 
bearing  thereon,  these  companies  are  required  by  the 
ordinances  authorizing  the  installation  of  electric  trolleys 
on.  their  roads,  to  "keep  the  said  paving  in  good  repair, 
when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  so  long  as  the  said  trolley  or  other  electric  motive 
power  system  shall  be  maintained  on  such  streets:  Pro- 
vided, that  such  repaving  or  repairing  aforesaid  shall  not 
free  the  said  companies  from  any  other  paving,  repaving 
and  repairing  the  streets  occupied  by  them  that  may  be 
required  by  any  ordinance  of  Councils  that  has  been  passed 
or  that  may  be  passed,  or  from  any  other  duty  or  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  them  regarding  paving  and  repairing 
that  is  incumbent  on  them  and  in  virtue  of  any  Act  of 
Assembly."  Ordinances  of  March  10,  1803,  page  30; 
March  30,  1893,  page  82;  Id.  page  85,  and  the  various 
other  ordinances  conferring  the  privilege  of  operation  by 
electricity  upon  the  street  passenger  railway  companies. 

It  would  seem  to  be  inferable  that  "the  said  paving" 
which  the  passenger  railway  companies  are  thus  required 
to  keep  in  repair,  would  include  paving  which  a  telephoi-.c 
company  under  authority  of  Councils  had  opened  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  its  conduits  in  the  streets,  and  had 
afterwards  replaced  in  its  original  condition  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, by  repaving  the  openings  made  by  it. 
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As  a  practical  suggestion  in  reply  to  your  inquiry,  I 
would  say  that  both  the  Telephone  Company  and  the  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  should  be  notified  to  make  the 
necessary  repairs  to  the  defective  pavements.  In  default 
of  compliance  by  either  with  such  notice,  the  city  should 
do  the  work,  and  bring  suit  to  recover  the  cost  thereof; 
whereupon  the  question  of  liability  may  be  determined.

Liability  of  Rail  way  Company  to  Maintain  Certain 

Bridges. 

P.  E.  Costello,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  19th  inst.  in  reference 
to  the  foot  bridge  under  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  & 
Reading  Railway  Company  at  Magnolia  avenue,  inquiring 
as  to  whether  said  railway  company  or  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia should  keep  said  foot  bridge  in  repair,  received. 

You  state  that  the  railway  was  constructed  prior  to  the 
street  running  across  or  through,  and  that  this  foot  bridge, 
which  is  under  the  tracks  of  the  railway  company  and  was 
built  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  is  of  the  width  and  is 
practically  a  continuation  of  the  footway  of  Magnolia 
avenue. 

This  footway  bridge  being  constructed  for  public  use 
and  being  practically  a  continuation  of  a  public  highway, 
built  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  should  be  kept  in  re- 
pair by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  opinion  of  City  Solicitor  Warwick  to  which  yon 
refer, — which,  however,  is  dated  May  9,  1885,  instead  of 
May  9,  1895,  as  given  by  you, — would  apply  to  this  foot 
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bridge.  The  railway  was  in  existence  at  this  place  prior 
to  the  construction  of  this  foot  bridge,  and  it  was  to  con- 
nect two  ends  of  Magnolia  avenue  in  a  manner  convenient 
for  the  public  that  the  foot  bridge  was  built,  and  no  obliga- 
tion, therefore,  would  attach  to  the  railway  company  to 
keep  it  in  proper  repair. 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  under  the  circumstances  stated  by 
you,  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  should  attend  to  the 
repairing  of  this  foot  bridge.

Sehwerdf  erger's  counsel,  copy  of  which  you  transmit,  that 
the  city's  claim  for  water  rent  upon  the  premises  above 
mentioned,  consisting  of  a  brewery,  amounts  to  $2,640.43, 
covering  rent  for  water  measured  by  a  water  meter,  for 
five  months  of  1895  and  for  the  years  1896,  1897,  1898, 
1S99,  1900,  1901,  1902,  and  1903  to  March  25th.  The 
owner  of  the  said  brewery  regards  such  charge  as  excessive 
,  and  through  his  counsel  states  that  $50  a  year  would  be 
adequate  for  the  water  consumed,  which  sum  he  offers  to 
pay  in  settlement.  You  inquire  whether  your  Depart- 
ment should  accept  the  amount  so  proffered. 

The  rate  of  charge  provided  by  ordinance  for  water 
measured  by  water  meters  is  fixed  at  a  specific  amount, 
and  no  authority  is  vested  in  the  executive  departments  to 
vary  or  discriminate  in  making  charges  for  water  so  meas- 
ured.   The  onlv  reason  set  forth  for  the  reduction  which 
is  asked  for  in  the  present  case,  is  that  other  breweries 
whose  output  is  larger  than  Mr.  Schwerdferger's  are 
charged  smaller  sums.   On  the  other  hand  the  water  meter 
seems  to  have  been  thoroughly  tested  and  to  have  been 
found  to  register  correctly,  or  if  there  is  any  error  in  its 
measurement,  the  same  is  found  to  be  in  favor  of  the  con- 
sumer, and  not  against  him.    In  view  of  these  facts  it 
would  appear  to  be  the  duty  of  your  Department  to  re- 
quire the  payment  of  the  full  amount  charged,  unless  in 
spite  of  the  result  of  such  test  the  head  of  the  proper 
Bureau,  or  of  your  Department,  is  convinced  that  the 
meter  registered  incorrectly  and  that  the  amount  charged 
for  was  not  actually  used,  in  which  event  I  am  of  opinion 
that  you  would  be  authorized  to  reduce  the  claim  to  such 
amount  as  would  correspond  to  a  proper  charge  for  the 
quantity  of  water  thus  shown  to  have  been  consumed,  at 
the  rate  fixed  by  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  communication  under  date 
of  this  morning,  I  would  say  that  the  Meadow  Banks  Com- 
pany, as  you  probably  understand,  was  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reclaiming  territory  from  the  inundation  of  the 
tides  of  the  Delaware  river.  The  responsibility  of  keep- 
ing these  meadow  hanks  in  repair  was  wholly  with  them. 
The  City  of  Philadelphia  has  no  control  over  such  banks, 
or  liability  from  damage  ensuing  upon  their  destruction. 
As  a  matter  of  police  necessity  in  an  emergency  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  of  course,  has  the  power  to  take  such 
action  as  may  be  required  to  protect  life  or  property  from 
the  inflow  of  river  water,  but  it  must  do  so  exclusivelv  at 
it.-  own  expense,  as  in  the  present  condition  of  the  law 
there  is  no  right  of  recovery  by  the  city  against  private 
parties  for  such  work.  The  responsibility  for  damage  oc- 
curring to  individuals  in  consequence  of  the  neglect  of  the 
Meadow  Banks  Company  falls  wholly  upon  that  company.

Dear  Sir: — To  vour  inquiry  whether  the  Citv  has  the 
power  by  ordinance  of  Councils  to  require  sellers  of  milk 
to  obtain  licenses,  or  whether  such  action  would  need  to 
be  authorized  by  an  Act  of  Assembly,  T  reply  that  in  the

opinion  of  this  Department  previous  authority  by  Act  of 
Assembly  should  be  granted  before  Councils  would  have 
power  to  establish  such  a  system  of  licensing,  assuming 
that  in  order  to  make  the  same  effective,  penalties  for  sell- 
ing milk  without  a  license  would  necessarily  be  provided. 

The  Act  of  April  20,  1S(59  (P.  L.  81),  confers  upon 
Councils  of  cities  and  boroughs  authority  to  provide  for 
the  inspection  of  milk  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  will  protect  the  people  from  the  adulteration  and  dilu- 
tion of  the  same.  This,  however,  does  not  go  to  the 
length  of  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  system  of 
licenses  with  corresponding  punishments  for  non-compli- 
ance therewith,  nor  do  I  find  that  any  such  authority  is  in 
terms  devolved  upon  this  city  by  any  other  Act  of  As- 
sembly. The  original  charter  of  March  11,  1789,  does 
authorize  the  municipal  authorities  "to  make,  ordain  and 
establish  snch  and  so  many  laws,  ordinances  or  regulations 
(providing  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  this  Commonwealth)  as  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  said  city,"  but  while  the 
foregoing  terms  are  quite  elastic,  they  would  not,  I  think, 
be  given  such  judicial  construction  as  to  cover  a  regulation 
of  the  character  in  question.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  laid 
down  bv  Judc:e  Dillon,  a  recognized  authority  on  the  sub- 
ject,  in  his  work  on  municipal  corporations  (4th  Ed.,  Vol. 
I,  page  403,  Sec.  325  and  Xote  2)  that  the  general  welfare 
clause  does  not  authorize  the  requirement  to  take  out 
licenses  for  the  prosecution  of  a  lawful  and  proper  busi- 
ness. 

For  these  reasons  it  would  seem  that  the  proper  course 
to  follow  is  to  procure  the  necessary  legislative  authority 
before  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  such  as  is  suggested  in 
vour  communication. 

Perhaps  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  this  has  already  been  done  in  regard  to 
cities  of  the  second  class.  By  Act  of  May  16,  1901  (P.  L. 
221,  Section  8),  provision  has  been  made  for  the  licensing 
of  dealers  in  milk  in  cities  of  that  class.  By  that  Act  the 
procuring  of  such  licenses  is  made  obligatory,  and  the 
power  of  issuing  them  is  conferred  directly  by  the  terms 
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of  the  statute,  upon  the  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Health.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  relative  to  sewer 
on  Market  street  from  Seeond  street  to  Eighth  street,  I 
reply  as  follows: 

It  appears  therefrom  that  the  ordinance  of  December 
2l>,  liMii>,  itmi  page  40}),  appropriates  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  sewer  on  Market  street;  that  owing  to  the 
fact,  t lint  a  pa^euger  railway  subway  has  been  authorized 
on  said  -ilroet  it  will  he  necessary  to  construct  two  sewers 
between  the  points  named,  one  on  the  north  side  of  the 
street  and  one  on  the  south  side  thereof;  that  it  is  in- 
tended at  the  pre^ont  time  to  construct  the  sewer  on  the 
north  side  of  Market  street:  that  in  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  it  will  he  nece<sarv  to  interfere  with  the  suh-struc-

ture  of  various  companies,  and  that  it  is  of  importance  in 
preparing  the  specifications  for  the  contract  that  it  be 
ascertained  what  is  the  authority  and  responsibility  of  the 
Department  in  regard  to  such  structures. 

The  structures  in  question  are  those  of  the  American 
Telegraph  and  Telephone  Company,  conduits  and  man- 
holes; United  Cms  Improvement  (Vnnpany,  gas  pipe; 
Brush  Electric  Light  Company,  conduits  and  manholes; 
Edison  Electric  Light  Company,  conduits  and  manholes; 
Philadelphia  Keystone  Telephone  Company,  conduits  and 
manholes;  Bell  Telephone  Company,  conduits  and  man- 
holes; and  the  vaults  under  sidewalks  constructed  by  vari- 
ous property  owners. 
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You  state  that  in  some  cases  it  will  be  necessary  to  en- 
tirely remove  conduits,  manholes,  gas  pipes,  and  portions 
of  vaults;  in  other  cases  it  will  require  the  supporting  of 
the  same  in  the  sewer  trench  during  the  construction  and 
probably  the  building  of  masonry  piers,  underpinning  and 
foundations  for  their  protection  from  settlement  after 
refilling  the  trench. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  you  inquire  whether  the 
respective  companies  and  individuals  can  be  compelled  to 
remove  such  of  their  conduits,  manholes,  pipes,  vaults  or 
other  structures  as  may  interfere  with  the  construction 
of  the  sewer,  without  expense  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia; 
also  whether  such  companies  and  individuals  can  be  re- 
quired at  their  own  expense  to  protect,  support  and  main- 
tain the  conduits,  manholes,  pipes,  vaults  or  other  struc- 
tures within  the  sewer  trench  during  construction  where 
it  is  unnecessary  to  remove  1  lie  same  and  provide  neces- 
sary masonry  supports  to  prevent  settlement  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work.  You  also  ask  whether  any  further 
authority  from  Councils  is  required,  other  than  the  ordin- 
ance of  December  29,  1902,  appropriating  the  funds  for 
the  construction  of  the  sewer. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  appropriation  in  the  ordin- 
ance mentioned  confers  sufficient  authority  upon  your  De- 
partment to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  the  sewer 
in  the  circumstances  stated. 

The  various  electric  light,  telephone  and  telegraph  com- 
panies above  named  have  received  authority  to  place  their 
structures  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street  by  various 
ordinances  conferring  such  rights  upon  the  said  companies 
individually.  In  all  cases,  however,  I  think  that  such 
ordinances  subject  the  companies  to  the  regulations  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  or  to  the  ordinance  of  August  5, 
1886,  page  243,  or  more  generally  to  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  City. 

The  fourth  section  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886, 
provides  that  "The  laying,  construction,  and  maintenance 
of  all  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits,  tubes,  or 
cables  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Department,  and  subject  to  his  approval;  and 
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the  same  shall  be  laid  under  the  rules  and  reflations  of 
the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors." 

In  the  form  or  "blank"  relative  to  the  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  in  the  laying  of  electrical 
conduit?,  it  is  provided  in  Section  12,  as  follows:  "If,  in 
the  laying  of  water  or  gas  pipes,  sewers,  or  any  otlur 
municipal  work,  it  shall  become  necessary  to  change  the 
location  of  any  of  the  conduits,  manholes  or  other  struc- 
tures, they  shall  be  shifted  or  altered  at  the  coat  or  expense 
of  the  owners,  to  such  places  as  shall  be  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Highway  Supervisors." 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  said  electrical  structures 
were  laid  under  the  specific  regulation,  that  if  in  the  lay- 
ing of  sewers  or  other  municipal  work  it-should  become 
necessary  to  change  the  location  of  such,  structures,  they 
were  to  be  shifted  or  altered  at  the  expense  of  the  said 
owners  to  such  places  as  should  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Highway  Supervisors. 

I  think  it  clear,  therefore,  that  in  so  far  as  it  may  be 
necessary  that  any  of  the  electric  conduits  or  manholes 
should  be  moved  to  other  locations,  this  must  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  companies  to  which  such,  conduits  and 
manholes  belong,  In  so  far,  however,  as  said  electric 
structures  require  temporary  support  during  the  prose- 
cution of  the  work,  inasmuch  a*  the  work  is  done  for  the 
benefit  of  the  City,  and  as  the  electric  companies  have 
been  authorized  to  lay  their  conduits  in  the  streets  with- 
out any  provision  requiring  them  to  pay  for  such  support 
of  their  structures  in  the  course  of  the  work  done  on  be- 
half of  the  City,  I  think  that  the  electric  companies  are 
not  liable  for  the  expense  of  the  same,  and  the  City  should 
provide  for  the  support  of  said  structures  during  the 
course  of  the  work.  It  is  otherwise  as  to  permanent  un- 
derpinning or  masonry  piers  and  foundations  for  the  pro- 
tection of  said  structures  from  settlement  after  refilling 
the  trench.  I  understand  that  the  conduits  and  manholes 
are  now  laid  in  the  earth  without  such  piers,  underpin- 
ning and  foundations.  If  it  be  deemed  necessary  bv  the 
C07npanies  to  support  the  same  by  such  devices  after  the 
sewer  shall  have  been  constructed,  I  do  not  think  it  in- 
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cumbent  upon  the  city  to  build  the  piers,  etc.,  which  may 
be  required  for  this  purpose,  but  that  the  companies  may 
bo  left  to  provide  them  at  their  own  expense. 

The  gas  pipes  belonging  to  the  city  and  now  leased  to 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  under  authority 
of  the  ordinance  of  November  12,  1897,  are  subject  to 
similar  conditions.  In  clause  7  of  said  lease  it  is  provided 
that  "all  the  changes,  alterations,  constructions,  removals 
and  repairs  which  shall  be  necessary  to  be  made  from  time 
to  time  in  the  proper  maintenance,  extension,  improve- 
ment and  betterment  of  the  said  leased  gas  works  and 
appurtenances  and  the  plant  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Im- 
provement Company,  shall  be  made  and  done  by  the  said 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company.  *  *  *" 
And  in  clause  8:  "The  intention  of  this  agreement  is  that 
all  changes,  extensions,  improvements,  removals  and  al- 
terations in  said  gas  works  in  the  mains,  pipes  and  ap- 
purtenances thereto,  and  in  the  property  needed  to  meet 
the  demands  for  gas  as  herein  provided,  shall  be  made  in 
such  way  and  manner  as  shall  maintain  said  gas  works  in 
first  class  condition,  with  the  best  and  most  economical 
processes  in  use  that  are  customary  in  the  best  regulated 
gas  works. 

From  the  above  it  would  appear  that  all  changes  and 
alterations  of  any  kind  are  to  be  made  at  the  expense  .of 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company.  If  in  the  build- 
ing of  the  sewer  changes  are  necessarily  made  either  in 
the  location  of  the  gas  mains,  or  in  the  underpinning,  or 
foundation  necessary  to  sustain  them,  such  changes  should 
therefore  be  at  the  expense  of  said  company,  but  I  do  not 
think  that  this  requirement  should  be  carried  so  far  as  to 
compel  that  company  to  pay  for  the  temporary  support  of 
the  gas  mains  required  in  the  pursuance  of  work  done  for 
the  city  in  laying  one  of  its  sewers. 

The  vaults  under  the  highways  have  been  placed  there  * 
by  authority  of  the  ordinances  of  November  12,  1855, 
page  246,  and  June  14,  1S87,  Brightly's  City  Digest,  928, 
which  ordinances  require  a  permit  from  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  before  such  vaults  shall  be  built. 

In  the  blank  form  concerning  vaults  which  you  send 
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me,  it  appears  that  those  making  applications  for  the 
requisite  permits  are  required  to  sign  an  acceptance  of  the 
regulations  of  that  Bureau;  further  agreeing  "that  the  city 
shall  in  no  ea<e  be  liable  for  anv  claim  for  damages  for 
the  re-occupation  and  use  of  the  whole  street  or  any  part 
thereof  to  the  house  line  for  public  purposes." 

The  City  has  thus  reserved  the  right  to  take  any  por- 
tion of  the  vaults  which  may  be  necessary  in  order  properly 
to  lay  its  sewers  or  other  public  works.  If,  however,  it 
should  be  needful  temporarily  to  support  the  vault  during 
the  progress  of  the  work,  this  should  be  at  the  expense  of 
the  city;  but  if  after  the  work  of  building  the  sewer  bo 
finished  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  its  permanent  sup- 
port, the  City  should  not  be  required  to  bear  the  expense 
thereof. 

The  foregoing  seems  to  cover  all  the  matters  concerning 
whieli  von  make  inouirv,  and  I  would  advise  vou  that  the 
specifications  for  the  contract  should  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above  suggestions.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst.  relative  to 
breaks  in  the  Delaware  river  banks  between  Westmore- 
land and  Tioga  streets,  was  duly  received. 

As  T  understand  the  situation,  it  appears  that  the 
owners  of  land  fronting  on  the  Delaware  river  in  the 
northern  section  of  this  county  constructed  banks  along 
the  river  front  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  the  territory 
theretofore  subject  to  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  river.  The 
same  thing  was  done  in  the  southern  section  of  the  City 
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under  legislative  grants  to  several  meadow  bank  compa- 
nies; but  as  I  understand  it,  the  banks  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  city  were  constructed  by  the  individual  owners 
of  the  land. 

In  1896  the  city  constructed  a  sluice  in*  the  river  bank 
at  the  southern  end  of  the  Swanson  street  canal.  A  few 
weeks  after  its  completion  it  blew  out  and  some  thirteen 
hundred  acres  of  ground  were  inundated  to  a  depth  of  five 
to  six  feet,  causing  great  damage  to  buildings,  crops,  etc. 
In  defending  the  suits  subsequently  brought  by  the  own- 
ers and  tenants  of  the  property  affected,  the  city  success- 
fullv  contended  that  it  was  not  liable  to  answer  in  dam- 

it 

a^es  as  the  work  done  by  it  was  as  a  mere  volunteer  in  aid 
of  the  Meadow  Bank  Company,  upon  which  rested  the 
duty  to  repair  the  banks.    (See  196  Pa.  St.,  page  302.) 

The  case  is  referred  to  as  authority  for  the  proposition 
that  there  is  no  duty  resting  upon  the  city  to  repair  the 
river  banks,  and  consequently  there  can  be  no  liability  by 
reason  of  Ham  ages  sustained  from  breaks  therein. 

The  city  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  has  the 
light  to  repair  the  banks.  If  it  should  make  the  repairs, 
the  cost  of  the  work  cannot  be  collected  from  the  owners 
of  the  land  on  which  the  banks  stand  nor  from  those  bene- 
fited by  their  construction  and  maintenance  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  Act  of  1848,  P.  L.  250. 

The  Act  of  1 848  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  city  to  compel  the  owners  of  land  fronting  on  the 
Delaware  river  to  maintain  the  banks  thereon  erected;  but, 
as  decided  in  Scott  vs.  Phila.,  80  Pa.  St.  80,  that  Act  in 
so  far  at  least  as  it  attempts  to  vest  the  city  with  the  right 
to  make  the  repairs  and  collect  the  cost  from  the  owner 
of  the  property  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Act,  is 
unconstitutional.  In  delivering  the  opinion  in  Scott  VS. 
Phila,,  Judge  Agnew  says:  'The  state  having,  by  her  own 
authority,  taken  the  land  between  high  and  low  water 
lines  out  of  the  public  use,  has,  in  effect,  appropriated  it  to 
the  use  of  the  owner  of  the  qualified  title,  and  in  effect 
conferred  upon  him  an  absolute  title.  She  has  thus  bene- 
fited him,  and  it  is  but  just  that  the  duty  of  repair  should 
now  devolve  upon  him.    To  this  extent  we  may,  I  think, 
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conclude  that  the  Act  of  March  25, 1848,  under  which  this 
proceeding  took  place,  is  constitutional." 

In  other  words,  the  court  held  that  the  Act  was  consti- 
tutional to  the  extent  of  placing  the  burden  upon  the  prop- 
erty owner  of  maintaining  the  bank  in  proper  condition. 
In  effect,  the  case  of  Scott  vs.  Phila.,  declares  the  abstract 
principle  to  be  a  just  one,  that  the  owner  of  the  land  upon 
which  the  bank  stands  should  pay  for  repairs  made  neces- 
sary by  its  defective  condition;  but  that  the  Act  of  1848 
is  so  framed  that  that  purpose  is  not  legally  carried  into 
effect. 

From  the  foregoing  I  conclude  that  the  city  has  the 
right  beyond  question  to  make  the  repairs  under  its  gen- 
eral police  powers,  and  probably,  also,  by  virtue  of  said 
Act  of  Assembly,  but  that  its  right  to  recover  the  expenses 
thereof  from  the  owner  of  the  property  must  be  regarded 
as  exceedingly  doubtful,  even  should  it  be  held  that  the 
Act  of  184S  confers  the  right  upon  the  City  to  make  the 
repairs. 

It  would,  of  course,  l*  impossible  for  the  City  to  actu- 
ally compel  the  owner  of  the  property  to  do  the  necessary 
^ork.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  under  the  Ordi- 
nance of  l)eceml)er  9,  1S89,  page  370,  and  April  7,  18!>3, 
page  182,  the  Electrical  Bureau  in  laying  electrical  con- 
duits in  streets  occupied  by  passenger  railway  com  panic-  is 
justified  in  requiring  its  contractors  to  repave  only  over 
the  trench  and  not  from  the  nearest  rail  to  the  curb;  and 
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whether  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  is  correct  in  not  requiring 
contractors  to  repave  from  the  nearest  rail  to  the  curb  on 
streets  occupied  by  passenger  railway  companies,  I  reply 
that  the  Ordinance  of  December  9,  1880,  provides  that 
"all  persons  and  corporations  building  sewers,  laying  un- 
derground conduits,  or  tearing  up  the  streets  for  any  other 
purpose,  shall  be  required  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  repave  the  street,  under  which  these  structures 
are  built,  from  the  nearest  rail  to  the  curb,  instead  of  over 
the  trenches  as  at  present:  Provided,  That  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  any  trench  or 
trenches  for  the  repaving  of  which  by  the  City  payment  is 
exacted." 

The  Ordinance  of  April  7,  1893,  supplements  the  fore- 
going by  fixing  a  penalty  of  $500  for  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  earlier  ordinance. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ordinance  of  1889  relates 
only  to  persons  and  corporations  building  the  structures 
named,  under  permission  or  license  of  the  City,  and  not 
to  such  structures  when  built  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  City 
itself,  or  by  any  of  the  Bureaus  or  Departmenls  thereof  for 
City  purposes,  and  would  therefore  advise  you  that  the 
said  ordinance  does  not  apply  to  underground  structures 
laid  bv  or  for  the  City,  or  "to  any  trench  or  trendies  for 
the  repaving  of  which  by  the  City  payment  is  exacted."

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  what  should  be  done 

with  the  sum  of  .$.'{,500.00  rental  reeeived  bv  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees  of  the  Commercial  Museum,  I  reply  that  said 
Board  was  create  d  by  ordinance  of  June  15,  1804,  page 
242,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  steps  to  secure  funds  and  a 
suitable  site  for  museum  buildings  to  accommodate  cer- 
tain collections  from  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition 
of  Chicago. 

By  various  ordinances  (June  27,  1805,  page  101;  Oc- 
tober 10,  1MW,  pa  ire  222,  and  November  22,  1807,  page  • 
2C2)  a  portion  of  the  Almshouse  property  in  West  Phila- 
delphia was  set  apart  for  such  site  and  for  a  public  park 
and  botanical  garden,  under  the  care  of  this  Board  of 
Trustees. 

By  ordinance  of  April  4,  1000,  page  127,  the  Trustees 
of  the  Philadelphia  Commercial  Museum  were  authorized 
to  acquire  at  a  price  not  exceeding  the  appraisement,  viz: 
$0,224.77.  tli"  Exposition  auditorium  upon  the  said 
ground,  in  whieh  wa«  held  the  Commercial  Museum  of 
that  year,  and  I  assume  that  said  premises  were  actually 
acquired  in  the  manner  thus  provided. 
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The  Act  of  June  1,  1835,  known  as  the  Bullitt  Bill,  in 
Article  6  provides  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  demand 
and  receive  from  the  proper  officers  all  moneys  payable  to 
the  City  from  whatever  source,  and  pay  all  warrants  duly 
issued  and  countersigned;  that  all  the  moneys  of  the  City 
received  by  any  officer  or  agent  thereof  shall  be  deposited 
daily  in  the  city  treasury. 

It  is  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  this  Board  is  a  body 
created  for  the  purpose, of  holding  in  trust  collections  of 
articles  which  have  been  paid  for  by  and  are  the  property 
of  the  City.  The  building,  for  the  use  of  which,  I  under- 
stand, the  fund  in  question  was  paid,  was  acquired  by  pur- 
chase, also  under  the  authority  of  an  ordinance  of  the 
City,  and  is  upon  a  site  which  the  City  has  provided.  The 
money  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  objects  for  which  said 
Board  was  established  is  largely,  if  not  principally,  con- 
tributed by  appropriations  of  Councils  made  from  time 
to  time. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem  that  the  said  fund 
comes  within  the  purview  of  that  portion  of  the  Act  of 
1885,  which  has  been  referred  to,  and  I  am  accordingly 
of  opinion  that  it  should  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  to 
be  subject  to  appropriation  of  Councils  either  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  Museum,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  those 
Bodies  may  deem  proper.

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reply  that  while  this  is  an  irregular  method  of  filing  bids 
it  is  not  necessarily  fatal,  and  that  it  should  not  be  per- 
mitted to  stand  in  the  way  of  an  award  to  one  who  is 
thought  to  be  the  lowest  and  best  bidder.  In  case  of  such 
an  award,  however,  I  would  suggest  that  the  proposal  be 
returned  to  the  bidder  to  have  him  add  his  name  and  ad- 
dress in  the  proper  place  at  the  foot  of  the  bid.

Dkak  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  the  2d  inst., 
relative  to  the  matter  of  insurance  on  the  Pumping  Sta- 
tion at  Delaware  avenue  and  Race  street,  I  reply  that  from 
the  letter  of  Messrs.  Henderson  &  Company,  limited,  the 
contractors  for  the  erection  of  said  pumping  station,  copy 
of  which  you  transmit,  it  appears  that  a  contract  was  made 
by  the  city  with  that  firm  on  November  11,  1002,  for  re- 
moving the  buildings  then  situate  at  the  southwest  corner 
of  Delaware  avenue  and  "Race  street,  and  erecting  on  the 
site  thereof  an  engine  house  overhead  traveling  crane  and 
steel  intake  pipe  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  high 
pressure  tire  service  of  the  city,  the  total  amount  to  be 
expends!  under  said  contract  being  $64,500.  By  a  sup- 
pVmental  contract  dated  June  4,  1903,  the  amount  to  be 
expended  under  said  principal  contract  was  increased  to 
$SS,4()0.  The  work  embraced  in  the  original  contract  has 
been  accepted  and  the  City  has  paid  to  the  contractors 
the  retained  percentage  thereon,  but  work  upon  the  sup- 
plemental contract  has  not  yet  been  completed  or  the  re- 
tained percentage  therefor  paid  to  the  contractors,  they 
being  detained  from  completing  the  work  by  the  necessity 
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of  waiting  for  other  work  being  done  upon  the  premises 
by  independent  contractors  with  the  city  who  are  in  no 
way  connected  with  Messrs.  Henderson  &  Company,  the 
principal  contractors,  the  balance  of  the  work  of  Messrs. 
Henderson  &  Company  having  from  the  necessities  of 
the  case  to  follow  that  being  done  by  such  independent 
contractors.  In  view  of  these  facts  Messrs.  Henderson  & 
Company  inquire  whether  they  should  be  compelled  to 
keep  the  property  insured  pending  its  final  acceptance  by 
the  city. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  original  and  supple- 
mental contracts  and  specifications  thereto  and  find  no 
reference  whatever  to  the  subject  of  insurance.  Section 
13  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  specifications,  on  page 
44  is,  however,  as  follows:  "The  contractor  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  all  materials  or  work  during  the  progress 
of  construction,  and  he  will  be  required  to  make  good  at 
hi^  own  cost  any  injury  or  damage  which  said  materials 
or  work  may  sustain  from  any  source  or  cause  whatever 
before  acceptance  of  same  by  final  payment." 

Upon  general  legal  principles  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
builder  of  a  house  or  other  premises  for  another,  to  assume 
the  responsibility  for  accident  thereto  bv  fire  or  otherwise, 

La/  •'  / 

until  delivery  of  possession  and  control  to  the  owner  of 
the  building.  In  the  present  instance,  though  delay  in 
final  completion  and  such  delivery  of  control  to  the  City 
appears  not  to  arise  from  any  fault  of  the  contractors,  yet 
I  see  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  legal  principle  govern- 
ing the  subject  would  be  modified  so  as  to  release  the  con- 
tractors from  responsibility  for  the  safety  of  the  building 
until  it  shall  be  turned  over  to  and  accepted  by  the  City. 

I  am  obliged,  therefore,  to  advise  you  that  until  the 
City  shall  accept  the  building  in  question  and  assume  the 
control  thereof,  the  liability  of  the  contractors  would  not 
be  altered  by  any  of  the  circumstances  mentioned  above, 
and  that  unless  they  keep  the  building  insured  they  must 
assume  the  risk  of  its  destruction  by  fire. 

The  foregoing  relates  to  the  strictly  legal  aspect  of  the 
matter.  In  view  of  the  protracted  detention  of  the  con- 
tractors in  completing  the  building  without  fault  of  their 
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own,  it  would,  perhaps,  not  L>e  inequitable  lor  tiie  City 
itself  to  take  out  a  policy  or  policies  of  insurance  thereon, 
if  the  title  of  the  municipality  is  such  as  to  give  it  an 
insurable  interest,  and  thus  release  the  contractors  from 
this  obligation.  This,  however,  is  a  consideration  appeal- 
ing rather  to  the  discretion  of  your  Department  than  to 
the  abstract  rights  of  the  City  and  the  contractors  in  the 
premises.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  6th  inst.,  re- 
questing my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  an  ordinance  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  to  relieve  the  property  of  the  Garret- 
son  Hospital  of  Philadelphia,  situate  on  Hamilton  street, 
one  hundred  and  ninety-six  feet  east  of  Nineteenth  street, 
and  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Eighteenth  street  and  P>ut- 
tonwood  streets,  from  the  payment  of  past  and  future 
taxes  and  direeting  that  all  liens  for  taxes  filed  against 
said  property  from  and  including  the  year  1897  Ik?  "satis- 
lied  of  record,''  is  received. 

In  so  far  as  the  ordinance  exempts  the  Garretson  Hos- 
pital of  Philadelphia  from  future  taxes  it  is  not  valid,  as 
Councils  have  no  power  to  exempt  property  from  taxation. 
Article  IX,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874  provide-* 
as  follows:  "'All  taxe-  shall  be  uniform  upon  the  same 
class  of  subjects,  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the 
authority  levying  the  tax.  and  shall  be  levied  and  col- 
lected under  general  laws;  but  the  General  Assembly  may 
by  general  laws  exempt  from  taxation  public  property 
us<  d  for  public  purpose-,  aetual  places  of  religious  worship, 
places  of  burial  not  used  <>r  held  for  private  or  corporate 
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profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  public  charity."  In  ac- 
cordance -with  this  provision  of  the  Constitution  the  Legis- 
lature did,  by  Act  of  May  14,  1874,  designate  the  classes 
of  properties  to  be  exempt  from  taxation,  which  were  pub- 
lic property  used  for  public  purposes,  actual  places  of  re- 
ligious worship,  places  of  burial  not  used  or  held  for 
private  or  corporate  profit,  and  institutions  of  purely  pub- 
lic charity.  If  the  Garrctson  Hospital  be  included  in  any 
of  the  classes  of  property  thus  designated,  it  is  by  virtue  of 
such  designation  already  exempt  from  taxation,  and  there- 
fore an  ordinance  exempting  it  therefrom  would  have  no 
legal  effect.  The  Board  of  "Revision  of  Taxes  alone  can 
determine  in  the  first  instance  what  property  is  exempt 
from  taxation,  and  if  that  Board  has  assessed  the  said 
Hospital,  the  latter  may,  by  proper  legal  proceedings,  have 
the  action  of  the  Board  reviewed. 

So  far  as  the  ordinance  directs  the  satisfaction  of  the 
bens  already  filed,  it  is  within  the  power  of  Councils  to 
give  such  direction  to  the  City  Solicitor.  When,  however, 
nn  ordinance  to  that  effect  is  enacted  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  taxes  due  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  have  been 
paid  or  adjusted  to  the  satisfaction  of  Councils,  since  the 
liens  should  not  be  satisfied  until  payment  of  the  taxes, 
otherwise  the  effect  of  the  ordinance  would  be  to  bestow 
a  mere  gratuity  upon  the  owner  of  the  property  taxed, 
without  any  return  to  the  City.

In  re  Warrant  in  Payment  of  Work  Done  on  City  Ice 

Boat.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  the  12th  inst.  in  reference  to 
the  rebuilding  of  City  Ice  Boat  No.  2  received. 
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It  appears  that  the  Xeafie  &  Levy  Ship  and  Engine 
Building  Co.  wore  the  lowest  bidder  for  certain  work  on 
City  Ice  Boat  No.  2.  and  for  tlie  rebuilding  of  said  boat. 
That  the  said  company  submitted  two  proposals,  one  for 
$28,500  and  another  for  rebuilding  the  boat,  of  $1)2,500. 
At  the  time  the  bids  were  submitted  there  was  an  appro- 
priation sufficient  only  to  enter  into  a  contract  under  one 
of  the  proposals,  namely,  $28,500.  A  contract  for  this 
amount  was  entered  into  with  the  Neafie  *v  Levy  Ship  and 
Engine  Building  Co.,  and  subsequently  your  Department 
finding  it  to  be  useless  to  do  the  repairs  and  that  it  was 
necessary  to  rebuild  the  boat,  the  company  agreed  to  re- 
build for  the  sum  of  $92,500.  At  that  time  there  was  not 
a  sufficient  appropriation  for  the  purpose  equal  to  $92,500. 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1858,  prohibits  a  contract  in  ex- 
cess of  an  appropriation.  The  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  pro- 
hibits the  city,  or  any  of  its  department*,  from  entering 
into  any  contract  without  a  previous  appropriation.  There- 
fore, the  contract  made  with  the  Xealie  eV  Levy  Ship  and 
Engine  Building  Co.  for  $92,500,  being  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation,  was  invalid,  except  so  far  as  there  was  an 
appropriation  at  the  time  to  do  the  work.  It  would  be 
proper  for  your  Department  to  draw  a  warrant  in  pay- 
ment of  the  work  to  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  made 
for  the  purpose. 

As  to  entering  into  a  supplemental  contract  for  the  bal- 
ance when  an  additional  appropriation  is  made,  that  is  a 
matter  for  the  consideration  of  the  city  authorities.  Any 
contract  in  excess  of  an  appropriation  is  invalid,  and  can- 
not l>e  enforced  against  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  draft  of  a  proposed  reso- 
lution authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  to  enter  into  contracts  with  owners  of  abutting 
property  for  the  paving  of  streets,  and  suspending  Joint 
Kule  No.  30  of  the  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

I  see  no  objection  to  Councils  enacting  the  substance  of 
said  resolution,  and  while  this  may  be  done  in  this  par- 
ticular case  by  a  joint  resolution,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
more  effective  method  would  be  to  provide  such  legislation 
by  way  of  an  ordinance. 

If  it  would  be  practicable  to  transform  the  resolution 
into  an  ordinance  and  comply  with  the  formalities  re- 
quired for  passing  ordinances,  including  due  reference  to 
a  committee  and  three  readings,  it  would  perhaps  be  best 
that  this  course  be  followed.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  transmitted  by  you  as  to  the  right  of  that  Board 
to  exclude  by  general  resolution  any  pupil  from  the  public 
schools  who  refuses  to  submit  to  an  examination  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  law  in  regard  to  suc- 
cessful vaccination  has  been  complied  "with,  I  reply  that 
in  the  cases  of  Duffield  vs.  School  District,  162  Pa.  476, 
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and  Field  rs.  Robinson,  198  Pa.  638,  it  was  decided  by  the 
Supreme  Court  that  school  directors  or  controllers  may  in 
the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion  exclude  from  the  public 
schools  pupils  who  have  not  been  vaccinated,  and  that 
whether  a  resolution  excluding  such  pupils  is  a  reasonable 
one  is  to  be  judged,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  school  di- 
rectors or  controllers. 

By  Act  of  June  IS,  1895,  Section  12,  P.  L.  203,  all  prin- 
cipal* nr  other  persons  in  charge  of  schools  are  required 
to  refuse  admission  to  any  child,  except  upon  a  certificate 
signed  by  a  physician  setting  forth  that  such  child  has 
been  successfully  vaccinated,  or  has  previously  had  small- 
pox. The  provisions  of  this  Act  require  the  refusal  of 
admission  to  pupils  not  furnishing  the  necessary  physi- 
cian's certificate,  but  in  the  opinion  of  this  Department 
that  Act  does  not  preclude  the  school  authorities  from  re- 
quiring further  tests  to  ascertain  whether  a  pupil  has  un- 
dergone a  successful  vaccination,  if  the  conditions  are  such, 
or  the  emergency  from  the  prevalence  of  smallpox  is  so 
imminent,  that  in  their  judgment  such  further  tests  are 
necessary  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the  other  pupils  at- 
tending the  public  schools,  or  of  the  community  at  large. 

If,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Public  Education  in  the 
present  instance  believes  the  emergency  to  be  one  which 
requires  the  physical  examination  of  pupils  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  they  have  been  successfully  vaccinated, 
I  am  of  opinion  that  thev  have  the  power  to  make  and 
enforce  a  regulation  to  that  effect.

Dear  Sir: — I  beg  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your 
communication  of  the  2d  inst.,  requesting  an  opinion  as  to 
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whether  "in  view  of  the  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  and 
the  facts  set  forth  by  the  District  Surveyor,  it  would  be 
proper  for  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  to  make  a  survey  for 
building  purposes  on  Allengrove  street,  from  Cedar  street 
southeast  to  the  dead  end." 

It  appears  from  the  letter  of  J.  H.  Webster  to  George 
S.  "Webster,  dated  October  29,  1903,  copy  of  which,  with 
plans,  is  attached  to  your  communication,  that  the  portion 
of  Allengrove  street  where  the  Department  i9  requested 
to  furnish  surveys,  runs  from  Cedar  street  three  hundred 
and  forty-four  feet  southeast  to  a  dead  end. 

Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890  (ordinances 
1890,  page  124),  provides:  "It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
Board  of  Building  Inspectors,  Department  of  Public 
Works,  or  any  bureau  under  it,  or  any  official  of  the  city 
*  *  *  to  make  surveys,  or  give  lines,  or  in  any  man- 
ner to  countenance,  authorize  or  permit  the  erection  of 
any  building  or  buildings  fronting  on  any  street  unless 
said  street  shall  be  of  not  less  than  thirty  feet  in  width, 
as  provided  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  or  on  the  City 
plan.  And  all  of  said  streets  shall  be  continuous  and  run 
in  a  straight  line  from  one  public  street  to  another." 

Your  inquiry  comes  directly  within  the  last  sentence  of 
the  second  section  of  the  ordinance,  and  I  am  of  opinion 
that  inasmuch  as  Allengrove  street  does  not  run  from  one 
public  street  to  another,  it  is  unlawful  for  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  to  furnish  a  survey  for  building  purposes  on  the 
portion  of  Allengrove  street  in  question.

Dear  Sir: — Keplying  to  your  communication  of  No- 
vember 18th,  I  beg  to  say  that  the  Legislature  has  already 
provided  a  penalty  for  non-compliance  by  a  property 
owner  with  a  notice  from  the  Board  of  Health  to  abate  a 
nuisance  u|xm  his  premises.  The  Act  of  .January  29,  1818, 
Section  27,  is  in  part  as  follows:  **If  the  owners  or  oc- 
cupiers of  the  premises  on  which  any  nuisance  may  be 
found,  and  the  owners  of  the  houses  to  which  the  said 
privies  are  appurtenant,  shall,  on  due  notice  thereof, 
refuse  or  neglect  to  have  the  same  immediately  removed, 
emptied,  or  corrected  as  aforesaid,  he,  she,  or  they,  so  re- 
fusing or  neglecting  shall  forfeit  any  pay  for  every  such 
offense,  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  and  appropriated  as  by 
this  Act  directed.  And  the  expense  attending  the  removal 
of  such  nuisances  shall  be  recovered  by  the  Board  in  any 
court  having  lawful  jurisdiction,  from  all  corporate  bodies 
and  individuals,  in  case  due  notice  has  Vx'en  given  to  re- 
move the  same,  and  a  refusal  or  neglect  to  do  so  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  Board." 

You  will  observe  that  the  foregoing  provides  a  si>ecitie 
penalty  for  failure  to  remove  nuisances  when  duly  ordered 
so  to  do.  Furthermore,  the  statutes  providing  for  the 
filing  of  liens  for  the  expense  of  abating  nuisances  make 
no  mention  of  penalties  to  be  added  to  such  expense.  In 
view  of  these  facts,  it  seems  to  this  Department  to  be  ex- 
tremely doubtful  whether  Councils  have  any  authority  to 
add  to  or  to  alter  the  penalty  thus  explicitly  provided  by 
statute  for  the  neglect  or  refusal  by  property  owners  to 
abate  nuisances  the  removal  of  which  has  been  ordered  by 
the  Bureau  of  Health.

Dear  Sjk: — To  your  inquiry  whether  ground  taken  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  June  16,  1903,  for 
the  improvement  and  extension  of  the  water  supply  may, 
in  view  of  the  ordinances  of  January  12,  1900,  be  prop- 
erly paid  for  from  the  item  appropriated  for  the  exten- 
sion, improvement  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  reply,  that  the  ordinance  of 
January  12,  1900  (page  7),  appropriates  the  sum  of  $3,- 
200,000  out  of  the  loan  authorized  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils approved  June  17,  1898,  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Water)  for  the  work  necessary  for  the 
extension,  improvement  and  filtration  of  the  water  supply 
at  the  'Belmont,  Roxborough  and  Torresdale  (Frankford) 
systems,  including  among  other  things,  the  use  of  funds  so 
appropriated  "for  the  taking  of  land  where  necessary." 

The  ordinance  of  March  23,  1900  (page  77)  appropri- 
ates the  sum  of  $12,000,000  out  of  the  loan  authorized  by 
ordinance  of  Councils  approved  March  15,  1900,  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Water),  Item  54, 
for  the  work  necessarv  for  the  construction  and  installa- 
tion  of  work  for,  and  improvement  and  filtration  of  the 
water  supply  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  all  the  stations 
and  reservoirs  now  established  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
established,  including  among  other  things  "the  taking  of 
land  where  necessary." 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  provisions  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  if  the  fund  concerning  which  you  inquire  is  that 
which  was  appropriated  by  either  of  said  ordinances,  and 
is  for  the  taking  of  land  for  the  systems  provided  for 
therein,  it  is  within  the  province  of  your  Department,  in 
accordance  with  the  express  direction  of  Councils,  to  use 
the  funds  for  the  payment  of  damages  for  the  land  taken.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  a  final  estimate 
and  acceptance  of  work  done  under  contract  carries  with 
it  a  release  from  all  claims  for  "an  extra  on  account  of  any 
l>articular  item  embraced  in  the  contract  and  on  account 
of  the  contract  as  a  whole,''  I  reply  that  the  effect  of  such 
final  estimate  and  acceptance  dej>ends  upon  the  terms  of 
the  contract 

Upon  a  contract  in  the  usual  form,  however,  containing 
provisions  for  final  estimate  aud  acceptance  of  the  work, 
and  payment  to  the  contractor  of  the  retained  percentage, 
I  would  say  that  such  final  estimate,  acceptance  and  pay- 
ment are  conclusive  both  upon  the  City  and  upon  the 
contractor,  unless  it  could  lx?  clearly  shown  that  some  mis- 
take of  fact  had  been  committed,  or  other  pood  reason 
could  be  made  to' appear  for  re-ojienimr  the  matter.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  communication  of  No- 
veml)er  24th,  enclosing  a  letter  from  Messrs.  W.  K. 
Mitchell  &  Co.,  and  from  their  counsel,  relative  to  their 
right  to  have  a  water  meter  placed  u]>on  their  premises, 
together  with  other  papers  in  regard  to  the  matter,  I 
gather  that  Messrs.  Mitchell  &■  Co.  are  supplied  with  water 
at  their  shops  at  Ellsworth  street  and  the  Schuvlkill  river, 
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by  a  three-quarter  inch  ferrule  the  mini  mum  charge  for 
which  is  $26  per  annum;  that  they  have  water  appliances 
on  said  premises  for  the  use  of  which  the  proper  charge 
is  $354  per  annum,  some  of  which  appliances,  however, 
1  understand  are  alleged  not  to  be  in  use;  that  their  source 
of  supply  is  partly  public  and  partly  private,  the  public 
water  used  by  them  being  only  for  drinking  purposes;  and 
that  they  have  requested  that  a  water  meter  be  placed 
thereon  for  the  purpose  of  measuring  the  Schuylkill  water 
used  by  them,  which  request  is  objected  to  by  your  De-' 
partment  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  discretionary  whether 
or  not  to  furnish  water  meters  upon  request,  and  because 
the  installation  of  water  meters  has  been  discontinued  by 
general  order. 

The  ordinance  of  July  9,  1897,  providing  certain  rules 
for  the  government  of  your  Department  in  relation  to  the 
supply  of  water  contains  the  following: 

"5.  "Where  the  source  of  supply  is  both  public  and  pri- 
vate the  payment  must  be  by  meter. 

"6.  In  all  cases  where  there  is  an  alleged  non  use  of  any 
existing  appliances,  private  residences  excepted,  payment 
must  be  by  meter." 

Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  July  27,  1901,  provides 
that  "The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  place  meters  on  all 
and  every  premises  where  city  water  is  consumed  when 
formally  requested  by  the  owner  or  owners  thereof;  or 
upon  any  premises,  except  private  dwellings,  where  there 
is  an  excess  of  water  used  beyond  that  charged  for  by  fix- 
ture or  ferrule  rate." 

I  do  not  regard  the  above  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of 
1901  as  repealing  that  portion  of  the  ordinance  of  1897 
which  has  been  quoted.  The  title  of  the  later  ordinance  is 
"An  Ordinance  regulating  the  schedule  and  meter  charges 
for  water,  and  establishing  a  minimum  rate  proportionate 
to  the  size  of  the  connection  to  the  main." 

The  effect  of  Section  2  is  to  enlarge  the  discretionary 
power  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  so  that  he  is  authorized  to  place  meters  on  all 
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premises  when  requested  so  to  do,  or  upon  any  premises, 
except  private  dwellings,  where  an  excess  of  water  beyond 
that  charged  for  by  fixture  or  ferrule  rate  is  used.  In 
such  cases,  the  language  of  the  ordinance  not  being  manda- 
tory, it  is  clear  that  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  place 
meters  on  premises,  but  is  not  compelled  to  do  so.  This, 
however,  does  not  take  away  the  right  of  the  owner  where 
the  source  of  supply  is  both  public  and  private,  or  where 
the  non  use  of  existing  appliances  is  alleged,  to  have  a 
meter  installed  upon  request,  as  provided  by  the  ordin- 
ance of  1897. 

To  this  extent,  therefore,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  tin- 
order  to  discontinue  the  installation  of  meters  is  in  exce>> 
of  the  power  of  your  Department  as  being  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  said  provisions  of  that  ordinance.  I  would 
therefore  advise  vou  that  if  the  facts  as  above  assumed  in» 
correct,  Messrs.  Mitchell  &  Co.  are  entitled  to  have  a 
meter  placed  upon  their  premises  for  the  purpose  of  meas- 
uring the  water  from  public  source  which  is  consumed  by 
them.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  request  to  have  collected  the  laws 
and  ordinances  relating  to  the  increase  of  indebtedness  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
following: 

The  Constitution  of  1S74,  Section  S,  Article  IX,  pro- 
vides: 

''The  debt  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  township,  school 
district  or  other  municipality  or  incorporated  district,  ex- 
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cept  as  herein  provided,  shall  never  exceed  seven  per 
centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property 
therein,  nor  shall  any  municipality  or  district  incur  any 
new  debt,  or  increase  its  indebtedness,  to  an  amount  ex- 
ceeding two  per  centum  upon  such  assessed  valuation  of 
property,  without  the  assent  of  the  electors  thereof,  at  a 
public  election  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law; 
but  any  city,  the  debt  of  which  now  exceeds  seven  per 
centum  of  such  assessed  valuation,  may  be  authorized  by 
law  to  increase  the  same  three  per  centum,  in  the  aggre- 
gate, at  any  one  time,  upon  such  valuation." 

Section  1  of  the  Act  of  April  20,  1S74  (P.  L.  65),  carry- 
ing this  constitutional  section  into  effect,  provides  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  increase  the  debt  of  any  municipality 
beyond  seven  per  centum,  and  that  any  increased  indebted- 
ness thereover  shall  be  void. 

Section  2  authorizes  municipal  corporations  to  increase 
their  indebtdness  to  an  amount  in  the  aggregate  not  ex- 
ceeding two  per  centum  of  the  taxable  property  therein  by 
a  vote  of  the  corporate  authorities  duly  recorded  upon  its 
minutes. 

It  is  also  directed  than  an  annual  tax  commencing  the 
first  year  after  such  debt  shall  be  increased  or  incurred 
equal  to  at  least  eight  per  centum  of  the  amount  thereof 
shall  be  forthwith  assessed  to  provide  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  and  the  liquidation  of  the  principal  thereof. 

Before  issuing  any  such  obligation  or  security  it  is  made 
the  duty  of  the  j>rincipal  officer  or  officers  of  such  munici- 
pality to  prepare  a  sworn  statement  showing  its  actual 
indebtedness;  the  amount  of  the  last  preceding  assessed 
valuation  of  the  taxable  property  therein;  the  amount  of 
debt  to  be  incurred;  the  form,  number,  and  date  of  ma- 
turity of  the  obligations  to  be  issued  therefor;  the  amount 
of  the  annual  tax  levied  and  assessed  to  pay  the  said  in- 
debtedness, and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  proper  county. 

Failure  to  make  and  file  such  statement  is  made  a  mis- 
demeanor, and  it  is  provided  that  the  bonds  shall  not  be 
sold  at  less  than  their  par  value.

Section  ?,  of  this  Act,  as  amended  by  Act  of  June  0, 
1891.  provides  for  an  increase  of  indebtedness  exceeding 
two  per  cent.,  but  not  exceeding  seven  jht  cent,  of  the  tax 
valuation. 

By  its  terms,  whenever  the  corporate  authorities  by 
their  ordinance  or  vote  shall  have  signified  a  desire  to 
make  such  increase  of  indebtedness,  t hey  shall  give  notice 
during  at  least  thirty  days,  by  weekly  advertisements  in 
the  ne\vspa|KTs,  not  exceeding  three  in  said  district,  of  an 
election  to  be  held  at  the  place  or  places  of  holding  the 
municipal  elections  on  a  day  t<>  be  by  them  fixed  for  the 
])ur]H>se  of  obtaining  the  a>scnt  of  the  electors  thereof  to 
such  increase  of  indebtedness. 

Such  notice  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
the  last  assessed  valuation;  of  the  amount  of  the  existing 
debt;  of  the  amount  and  perecntage  of  the  proposed  in- 
crease, and  the  pur]x>ses  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  to 
be  increased. 

The  Act  of  June  9,  1891,  further  provides  for  the  form 
of  ballot  to  be  used  in  elections  for  the  increase  of  urn- 
nieipal  indebtedness,  but  subsequent  legislation  below  re- 
ferred to  takes  the  place  of  these  provisions. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  of  April  20,  1874,  provides  that  if 
the  returns  of  such  election  shall  show  a  majority  vote  in 
favor  of  the  increase,  the  corporate  authorities  of  the 
municipality  may  increase  the  same  to  the  amount  named 
and  specified  in  the  notice  given  by  them  for  the  holding 
of  such  election  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  all  the  re- 
quirements provided  by  the  second  section  of  said  Act  for 
increasing  the  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
two  per  centum;  and  they  shall  before  issuing  any  obliga- 
tion therefor  assess  and  lew  an  annual  tax,  the  collection 
thereof  shall  commence  the  first  vear  after  the  said  in- 
crease,  which  tax  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  eight  per 
centum  of  the  amount  of  said  increased  debt,  and  which 
shall  he  sufficient  for  and  be  applied  exclusively  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  the  principal  of  said  debt 
within  a  period  of  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date 
of  such  increase. 

By  the  Acts  of  April  13,  1897  (P.  L.  17),  and  May  1 1,

ISO 7  (P.  L.  53),  the  provisions  of  the  second  and  fourth 
sections  of  the  Act  of  li>74,  which  require  that  an  annual 
tax  equal  to  at  least  eight  per  centum  of  the  increased 
indebtedness  should  be  assessed,  were  abrogated,  and  it 
was  provided  only  "that  the  tax  shall  be  equal  to  and  suf- 
ficient for  and  applied  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  the  principal  of  such  debt  within  a  period  of 
not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  such  increase. " 

By  the  Act  of  April  29,  1903  (P.  L.  338  and  342),  it  is 
provided  that  "whenever  the  approval  of  a  constitutional 
amendment  or  other  question  is  submitted  to  the  vote  of 
the  people  such  question  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballot 
in  brief  form  and  followed  by  the  words  'yes'  and  'no,'  and 
if  such  question  be  submitted  at  an  election  of  public 
officers  it  shall  be  printed  after  the  list  of  candidates." 

In  the"  case  of  Evans  vs.  Williston  Township,  168  Pa. 
578,  the  Supreme  Court  held  that  a  similar  provision  to 
this  in  the  Baker  Ballot  Bill  of  1893,  would  have  in  effect 
repealed  the  Act  of  1891,  referred  to  above,  in  so  far  as 
the  latter  Act  provided  the  form  of  ballot  to  be  used  in 
elections  of  this  character;  but  that  the  Act  of  1893  was 
unconstitutional  to  the  extent  that  inasmuch  as  it  legis- 
lated for  the  election  of  matters  other  than  those  of  public 
officers,  its  title  onlv  embraced  the  latter  class  of  elections. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1891  were  therefore  decided 
to  be  still  in  force. 

The  title  of  the  said  Act  of  April  29,  1903,  however,  is 
broad  enough  to  cover  elections  of  the  kind  under  present 
consideration,  and  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  the  ballot 
must  now  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
that  Act. 

In  the  case  of  Barr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191  Pa.  438,  it  was 
held  by  the  Supreme  Court,  following  the  opinion  of 
Judge  Pennypacker,  that  an  ordinance  seeking  electoral 
authority  for  such  increase  for  several  purposes,  submits 
but  one  question  to  electors,  and  may  validly  be  voted  on 
as  a  single  proposition.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  as  to  the  eligibility  of  a 
non-resident  applicant  for  a  detective's  license,  I  reply 
that  the  subject  is  governed  by  the  Act  of  May  28,  1887, 
P.  L.  173.  By  the  terras  of  that  Act  no  disqualification  is 
imposed  upon  non-residents,  but  the  subject  is  remitted 
to  the  control  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the 
county  within  which  the  principal  office  of  the  applicant 
is  intended  to  be  located. 

By  one  of  the  rules  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  of 
this  county  the  applicant  is  required  to  state  his  employ- 
ment and  place  of  residence  for  the  preceding  five  years, 
and  it  is  open  to  the  Court  to  exercise  its  discretion  upon 
the  facts  disclosed  by  such  statement  in  granting  or  in 
refusing  to  grant  the  license  applied  for.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  of  December  14th, 
relative  to  the  release  of  a  portion  of  retained  percentages 
upon  contracts  for  improvement  of  the  water  supply,  I 
reply  as  follows: 

It  appears  from  your  communication  that  at  various 
times  during  the  life  of  said  contracts,  and  particularly 
when  they  are  almost  completed,  contractors  make  request 
for  a  portion  of  their  retained  percentage: 
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That  in  the  opinion  of  yourself  and  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Filtration,  the  amount  of  retained  percentage 
is  too  high,  and  that  the  same  works  a  hardship  upon  the 
contractors  and  militates  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  City 
in  the  efficient  carrying  on  of  the  work: 

That  in  the  case  of  Contract  No.  14,  the  retained  per- 
centage is  in  round  numbers  $270,000,  this  contract  in- 
volving no  tests  for  performance  upon  completion  of  the 
work,  which,  is  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  require- 
ments, of  the  plans,  specifications,  and  such  instructions 
as  may  be  given  from  time  to  time  by  the  Engineer,  the 
contractor  assuming  to  furnish  materials  and  labor  neces- 
sary to  perform  the  work,  while  the  City  assumes  to  direct 
it: 

That  the  retained  percentage  under  Contract  No.  16 
amounts  to  about  $395,300,  of  which  amount  that  due 
upon  the  Clear  Water  Basin  has  been  released,  because 
this  structure  is  a  separate  item  of  the  contract  and  is 
finished,  leaving  $340,000  of  the  retained  percentage  still 
to  be  paid;  that  the  work  is  practically  completed,  with  the 
exception  of  such  portion  as  must  wait  until  other  con- 
tracts with  other  contractors  are  carried  out: 

That  upon  Contract  No.  25,  the  current  estimates  at  the 
present  time  are  $3,155,000,  and  the  amount  of  work  still 
to  be  performed  is  less  than  $1,000,000, — the  retained  per- 
centage being  roughly  $790,000,  no  portion  of  which  has 
been  paid. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  you  ask  what  latitude  has  your 
Department  in  releasing  portions  of  the  retained  percent- 
age from  time  to  time,  as  much  of  the  material  parts  of 
the  work  have  been  entirely  finished,  and  what  steps,  if 
any,  you  should  take  in  order  that  the  retained  percentages 
may  be  released  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  entire  con- 
tract to  avoid  vitiation  of  the  contracts  and  security  there-  • 
for,  relative,  first,  to  the  completion  of  the  work;  and 
second,  to  the  maintenance  thereof. 

You  further  state  that  in  paying  retained  percentages 
in  advance  of  the  completion  of  the  entire  work,  due  re- 
gard will  be  given  to  the  probable  cost  of  repairing  any 
known,  suspected  or  probable  defects  in  construction. 
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In  each  of  the  contracts  to  which  yon  refer  the  follow- 
ing pertinent  provisions  appear:  By  Paragraph  7,  Contract 
.No.  14  (also  paragraph  7,  Contract  No.  10).  and  para- 
graph 7,  Contract  .No.  25),  it  is  provided  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  show  the  general  arrangement  and  manner 
of  constructing  the  work  contracted  for,  hut  that  it  is  the 
intention  to  produce  a  water-tight  lining  to  all  portions 
of  the  work.  The  contractor  is  to  be  held  resj>onsil>lc  for 
the  water-tightness  of  the  whole  work,  and  if  anything  is 
necessary  in  addition  to  what  is  shown  on  the  plans  or  de- 
scribed in  the  specifications  to  be  furnished  or  provided, 
he  shall  furnish  the  same  without  increased  cost  to  the 
City.  Said  paragraphs  further  provide  that  "He  shall  also 
be  held  liable  for  keeping  in  perfect  repair  and  in  good 
order  the  whole  of  the  work  constructed  under  this  con- 
tract, and  for  all  leakage,  breakage,  or  other  damage  that 
may  occur  by  reason  of  the  construction  under  the  con- 
tract for  five  (5)  years  after  the  date  of  its  completion." 

Paragraphs  172,  174  and  175  of  Contract  No.  14,  are 
substantially  as  follows, — the  like  provision  being  found  in 
paragraphs  340,  342  and  343  of  Contract  So.  16,  and  in 
paragraphs  335,  338  and  339  of  Contract  2s  o.  25:  The 
contractor  is  required  to  enter  security  in  the  sum  of  one- 
half  the  amount  of  his  contract  for  the  faithful  execution 
of  the  work.  From  time  to  time  during  the  progress  of 
the  work,  but  not  oftener  than  once  a  month,  the  Engi- 
neer will  make  an  approximate  estimate  of  the  value  of 
the  work  done,  and  the  materials  incorporated  in  the  work, 
and  SO  per  cent,  of  such  estimated  value  will  be  paid 
to  the  contractor  in  warrants  dulv  drawn.  The  current 
estimates  and  payments  shall  not  bind  the  City  to  the 
acceptance  of  any  materials  furnished  or  work  done,  and 
it  is  understood  that  the  final  inspection  and  acceptance  of 
the  work  is  to  take  place  after  erection,  and  that  any  in- 
spection and  acceptance  to  facilitate  the  progress  of  the 
work,  shall  not  preclude  the  future  rejection  of  the  ma- 
terial and  workmanship  inspected,  if  the  same  be  found 
unsuitable.  Thirtv  davs  after  the  work  embraced  witliin 
the  contract  has  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
specifications,  the  balance  due  to  the  contractor,  after  all 
legal  and  equitable  deductions,  shall  be  paid  him,  upon  the 
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acceptance  and  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 

The  foregoing  provisions  are  severally  inserted  in  the 
contracts  for  the  protection  of  the  City,  and  are  to  be 
reasonably  construed  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  such 
protection. 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  as  to  the  latitude  which  your 
Department  has  in  releasing  retained  per  centages,  I  would 
say  that  it  is  vested  with  large  discretionary  power  to  take 
such  measures  as  may  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  City 
in  the  premises.    If  those  interests  can  best  be  promoted 
by  at  times  relaxing  the  extreme  demands  which  the  City 
is  entitled  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  to  enforce,  I  do 
not  think  that  your  Department  is  precluded  from 
officially  knowing  such  facts  or  acting  upon  them.  Should 
it  be  deemed  advisable  to  release  a  part  of  the  retained 
percentage  before  the  final  and  absolute  acceptance  of  the 
work,  under  the  circumstances  you  state,  you  may  do  so, 
assuming,  however,  the  responsibility  that  enough  money 
is  retained  in  your  hands  to  secure  the  correction  of  any 
defects  or  omissions  which  may  be  revealed  in  the  work 
or  material  before  final  acceptance  thereof,  including  any- 
thing which  may  be  necessary  to  produce  a  water-tight 
lining  in  all  portions  of  the  work,  as  well  as  in  those  spe- 
cific articles  definitely  agreed  to  be  furnished.    If  errors 
or  omissions  needing  corrections  should  be  found  after- 
ward to  exist,  and  sufficient  funds  had  not  been  retained 
to  make  the  work  correspond  to  that  which  should  have 
been  found  under  the  contracts,  then  I  think  the  surety 
would  be  discharged  from  liability  to  make  good  the 
deficiencies,  the  City  having  omitted  to  protect  itself  as 
it  might  have  done  under  the  contract,  and,  of  course,  in 
such  an  event,  the  surety's  liability  for  subsequent  repairs 
would  be  largely  affected.    If,  however,  sufficient  funds 
are  retained  to  secure  the  City  against  loss  from  any  such 
errors,  omissions  or  deficiencies,  or  if  upon  the  same  being 
made  apparent,  the  contractor  corrects  them  so  that  work 
is  finally  made  to  correspond  wdth  the  specifications  and  is 
accepted  by  the  City,  it  then  being  the  City's  duty  to  pay 
the  retained  percentage,  no  further  ill  effects  are  to  be 
apprehended  either  in  regard  to  the  surety's  release  or

otherwise.  I  do  not  understand  that  the  requirement  upon 
the  part  of  the  contractor  to  keep  the  work  in  repair  for 
five  years  authorizes  the  City  to  withhold  for  that  length 
of  time  any  part  of  the  retained  percentage.  Conse- 
quently, the  anticipation  in  payment  of  a  part  thereof, 
if  the  work  finally  be  satisfactorily  done  and  be  accepted, 
cannot  affect  the  rights  either  of  the  contractor  or  of  the 
surety,  under  the  provision  for  keeping  the  work  in  repair. 
In  short,  the  responsibility  assumed  by  your  Department 
in  paying  part  of  the  retained  percentage  before  the  ab- 
solute completion  of  the  work,  is  that  through  some  slip 
or  miscalculation  there  may  not  be  enough  on  hand  to 
secure  the  correction  of  any  errors,  or  the  supply  of  any 
omissions  which  may  be  discovered.  Having  passed  that 
point,  however,  the  work  being  put  in  proper  condition 
under  the  terms  of  the  contract,  and  being  accepted  by  the 
City,  and  the  balance  of  the  retained  percentage  being 
paid  over,  I  am  of  opinion  that  all  liability  to  damage  or 
injury  on  the  part  of  the  City  from  having  followed  this 
course  will  be  at  an  end. 

With  reference  to  your  inquiry  what  steps  should  be 
taken  in  thus  paying  a  part  of  the  retained  percentage,  if 
you  decide  to  do  so,  I  would  suggest  that  by  way  of  pre- 
caution an  effort  first  be  made  to  procure  from  the  surety 
of  the  contractor  a  waiver  of  any  defence  or  advantago 
which  he  might  take  by  reason  of  the  anticipation  of  tho 
payment.  Following  that,  I  think  you  should  be  guided 
in  deciding  whether  to  advance  the  payment  or  not  by  the 
foregoing  considerations.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  inquiry  whether  an  employee  on 
the  salary  roll  of  your  Bureau  can  at  the  same  time  accept 
an  engagement  offered  by  others,  provided  that  in  per- 
forming the  other  work  no  expense  to  your  Bureau  is  in- 
volved and  the  duties  of  the  employee  therein  are  not  in- 
terfered with,  I  reply  that  if  the  employee  performs  his 
duties,  and  devotes  to  the  affairs  of  the  City  for  which  he 
is  employed  the  time  paid  for,  1  know  of  no  objection  to 
his  receiving  compensation  by  others  for  other  duties,  or 
work  done  at  other  times.

Dear  Sir: — To  your  communication  inquiring  whether 
the  City  is  bound  by  a  letter,  which  you  enclose,  from  the 
counsel  of  a  person  alleging  that  he  has  a  claim  for  $16 
against  a  contractor  with  your  Bureau  for  labor  furnished 
in  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  embraced  in  said  contract, 
and  whether  such  letter  should  have  any  force  with  refer- 
ence to  payment  of  money  due  to  the  contractor  under  the 
contract,  I  reply  that  the  City  is  not  so  bound,  and  that 
such  letter  should  not  be  given  effect  by  you. 

The  ordinance  of  March  30,  1896,  page  68,  requires  con- 
tractors to  furnish  bond  with,  approved  surety  conditioned 
that  payment  will  be  made  promptly  to  all  persons  supply- 
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ing  them  with  labor  or  materials,  whether  as  sub-eon- 
tractors  or  otherwise,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  pro- 
vided for  in  such  contract;  and  provision  is  made  for  suits 
by  claimants  under  such  bonds  in  the  name  of  the  City  to 
their  own  use  and  benefit  against  said  contractors  and 
sureties.  This  secures  an  adequate  remedy  for  claimants 
situated  as  the  present  one  is  alleged  to  be,  and  they  should 
accordingly  be  remitted  to  suit  upon  the  l>ond,  as  provided 
by  the  said  ordinance.
